A large arid enthusiastic crowd of 
men nttended the annual meeting anu 
banquet of the Newton Young Men’s 
Christian Association last Monday 
evening in the Y. M. C. A. Building. 

The Y. M. C. A. orchestra furnished 
music during the dinner. Mr. Bruton 
led the singing between courses. 

President F. D. Fuller called the 
meeting to order at 7.30 and after a 
few appropriate remarks asked for the 
report of the Nominating Committee. 
Mr. C. V. Moore, for clerk, and H. T. 
Dougherty for treasurer, were nomi- 
nated to serve for one year. 

L. Chase Kepner, Frederick Rust, 

N. \V. Dennett, Arthur Kendrick, W. 
R. Ferry, C. V. Moore, and H. I. Har- 
riman were nominated as directors it. 
serve three years. All were elected. 

Mr. Fuller next introduced Mr. H. 
W. Bascom, the General Secretary, who 
in turn introduced ten men and boys 
who gave reports on some phase of the 
work during the past year. Mayor E. 

O. Childs spoke for the Fellowship 
Club which was organized nineteen 
years ago by Mr. H. W. Bascom soon 
after he became secretary of the Asso- 
ciation. Mr. A. T. Leary, Community 
Secretary, spoke for the Hi-Y Club, 
and Community Work on the South 
side of the City. A. F. Tucker, Chair- 
man of the Bowling Team, told of the 
tournaments and ,the representative 
team which has not lost a match this 
year. S. A. Carling, the Physical Di- 
rector. spoke of the free swimming 
campaign, the Life Saving Classes con- 
ducted by the Red Cross, pnd the many 
boys and men who had been taught to 
swim this year. .Newton has a real 
championship swimming team this 
year, having won the State Champion- 
ship swimming team this year, having 
won the State Championship and all 
other meets. 

Mr. Geo. W. Brainard spoke for the 
Dormitory men. In a very witty 
speech he told of the several improve- 
ments that could be made, and called 
attention to the need of more dormi- 
tory rooms. Every room has been oc- 
cupied almost every night during the 


yeqr. Ninety-four different men used J 
the dormitory privileges. There are at' 
present thirty-eight rooms. 

Mr. Alphonso Stroffolino, a member 
of the Americanization class, recited 
incoln’s Gettysburg Address and told 
of the help the Newton Y. M. C. A. 
had been to him. This was the speech 
of the evening and received merited 
applause. 

Mr. Paul A. Franklin, engineer at 
the Hood Rubber Co., told about a 
new feature established this year, 
The Newton Branch of Northeastern 
University. The work accomplished 
so far has been high grade college 
work under the best of instructors. 
Seven were enrolled in the class in 
Accountancy, six in Commercial Law. 
nine in Better Business Letters and 
English, and twenty-three in Public 
Speaking. Mr. Franklin, a member of 
the Public Speaking Class, showed by 
his well-prepared talk, the benefits to 
be derived from a course in that sub- 
ject. 

Master John Fellows. President of a 
Boys’ Bible Class taught by Mr. Dou- 
bleday, told in a very interesting way 
about the work that had been done by 
this group of fifteen boys. In behalf 
of Mr. Doubleday, the General Secre- 
tary presented John with a beautiful 
silver cup for writing the best story 
on “David.” 

Dwight Simpler spoke for the Frank 
A. Day Campers. He mentioned the 
fine spirit which has been shown by 
both leaders and boys in developing 
this camp through six yenrs of success- 
ful growth. This camp will not ac- 
commodate seventy boys at one time. 

Mr. C. D. Kepner. Chairman of the 
Finance Committee spoke of the loy- 
alty of the members and friends in 
the last two financial canvasses. By 
raising the money in advance, the 
work could be planned ahead and the 
time of the secretaries could be de- 
voted to developing the work instead 
of to raising money. He called by 
name and thanked personally the men 
who had assumed the leadership in the

MAYOR'S VETO SUSTAINED 

Zoning Ordinance postponed on account of 
hearing before Supreme Court on injunction 


For the first time this year, the al- j 
dermanic chamber was not crowded at ' 
the regular meeting held on Monday 
j evening. President Hollis was in the 
! chair and Alderman Pratt was the only 
j member absent. 

There were hearings on Telephone 
; poles on Everett street and Edison 
poles on Austin street. Chestnut street 
and Howard street, all of which were 
unopposed and were subsequently 
granted. There were also unopposed 
hearings on petition of Stephen Mor- 
rell for a -car garage on Lothfrop 
street, of W. H. Stubbert to sell gaso- 
lene at 274 Pearl street and on taking 
; land for sewer in Prairie ‘avenue. 

I Alderman Young had the board give 
an informal hearing on proposed build- 
ing lines on Washington street and Au- 
burn streets, but when opened Mr. J. 

; P. Callagher, who appeared for the pe- 
titioners refused to state his until the 
! legal hearing, which was assigned for 
i two weeks later. 

The first matter of business was the 
veto of Mayor Childs of the order c. 
l the board granting a permit for a gas- 
olene filling station to the Colonial 
1 Filling Station. Inc., on Beacon street. 
Newton Centre. 

Mayor Childs disapproved of the 
jc-der for the following reasons, — 

This license was granted by a vote 
of 10 to 9 and provides for the storine 
of 10.000 gallons of gasolene in close 
oroximity to a large school house. 
Most licenses of this character permit 
the storage of from 1000 to 2000 gal- 
lons License has been granted in one 
instance for the storage of a larger 
amount than in the present case and 
those tanks are located in a very thinly 
settled district. 

Two years ago petitioners were given 
leave to withdraw on a similar peti- 
tion for a tank across the street from 
the proposed station on the ground 
that public necessity and convenience 
did not require it. The situation has 
not changed with the passing two 


years .altho the minds of several aider- 
men have. 

The typ * of the filling station pro- 
posed in this case would be an orna- 
ment to the city and the business 
thereof would he conducted by at least 
one of our citizens than whom no bet- 
ter lives among us. I should welcome 
that type of building in a place where 
a filling station was needed but in the 
proposed location I believe ;?.a( it 
would be out of place. 

Frequent compleints have come to 
my office during the past years in re- 
gard to the danger at the junction of 
Langley road and Beacon street. Ev- 
erything has been done which could be 
done to remedy the situation and I be- 
lieve that we ought to take no further 
risks. 

The safety of little children is more 
important than addition?.! taxable 
property." 

Alderman Melcher in opposing the 
veto read a letter from Mr. S W. Wil- 
der. member of the school committee 
from ward G. which stated that there 
was no objection, no danger, and that 
it was a eood thing for the community. 
Mr. Melcher also stated that it was the 
purpose of the petition to give some 
land to the city to improve that cor- 
ner. Alderman Ross in opposing the 
order stated that the same men who 
strenuously opposed the filling station 
across the street two years ago. now 
favored this petition. Alderman Jew- 
ell said he had made a careful study of 
the matter and believed the filling sta- 
tion development was far better than 
any other business development of this 
pronerty. Only 20 pupils use Langley 
road on eoiner to school and Newton 
Centre, stronely in favor of the prop- 
osition wanted home rule. Alderman 
Saltonstall said this corner was a mosw 
desirable place for a filline station. 
The veto was then sustained. 11 voting 
for the order and 9 against, the passage 
of the order over the veto requiring

tion of the final program, upon which 
will be based to a considerable ex- 
tent the appeal for membership in 
the coming campaign, will be deter- 
mined by the directors in the immedi- 
ate future. 

The plans for the membership cam- 
paign were enthusiastically approved 
by those present, and it was decided 
to conduct the campaign during the 
latter two weeks in May, beginning on 
May 15 and closing on May 27. Chalr- 
1 men of local committees were ap- 
pointed to organize the campaign in 
| the several villages, each village to 
organize and carry out the campaign 
i in their own way during the above 
period. It was decided during the 
j evening to create a new form of mem- 
bership, to he known as “Civic Mem- 
bership, " with an annual membership 
fee of hut $5. The active member- 
ships will continue at $10 per year. 

There are now twenty-five or more 
men registered at the Chamber of 
I Commerce employment bureau who 
j are seeking positions. The list in- 
I eludes laborers, general men. garden- 
jers, chauffeurs, farmers, accountants, 
clerks, and many others, while the 
experience of many of these men 
qualifies them for a still wider va- 
riety of positions. During the first 
two weeks that the Chamber extended 
this service it was successful in find- 
ing places for most of the registrants, 
over forty men having been placed in 
either permanent or temporary po- 
sitions. There has been a decided

On Monday the long awaited report 
of the Ways and Means committee on 
the matter of registration fees for 
motor vehicles and a tax on gasolene, 
was on the House calendar.

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WHAT OF THESE OLD MEN ? 

Congress enacted a law in 1800 re- 
quiring all heads of departments and 
independent establishments in the 
federal service to report each year to 
the secretary of the treasury the num- 
ber of employees under them who were 
below a fair standard of efficiency. 
Every year this Is done and the letters 
to the secretary of the treasury from 
the various departments and bureaus 
are printed in the book of estimates of 
appropriations compiled for use by 
congress In making up the annual 
supply hills. Congress never pays the 
slightest heed to these reports. They 
are made up year after year, but the 
inefficient are never fired. 

For example, last year the chief 
clerk of the treasury reported 170 em- 
ployees of the Treasury department as 
below a fair standard of efficiency. But 
nothing will be done about It. The 
Interior department reported 139 In- 
efficients, and will probably go on re- 
porting them till they die of old age. 
There nre employees of the govern- 
ment In Washington who nre totally 
blind and who nre led from their 
homes to their offices each day and 
buck home again In the afternoon. 

I knew in 1920 one gentleman of 
ninety-two years who had been in the 
government service for seventy-two 
years. He was being paid at that time 
$900 a year. His maximum pay dur- 
ing Ids long service was $1800 a year. 
James K. Polk was President when 
this old gentleman came into the serv- 
ice. He was born on January 10, 
1828. Ills father was a captain of 
the regular army in the war of 1812. 
After that service he led an active life 
In other occupations until 1848, when 
he died, leaving a dependent family of 
nine persons, three of them boys. It 
fell to the lot of one of them to he the 
chief support of the family. 

It came to pass, then, that at the age 
of twenty he received through the 
Influence of navy friends of his father 
a small clerkship at the naval observ- 
ntory, then under the superintendence 
of that accomplished officer, Matthew 
Fontaine Maury, whom he served as 
amanuensis for ten years, accounting 
It a great privilege and pleasure to 
have heard Maury’s voice dictating the 
words of sense and wisdom which 
make up the sailing directions, the 
wind and current charts and other 
publications issued from the observ- 
atory for the benefit of the world. 

From a copyist at first, November 9, 
1848, at $3 a day, the young man was 
advanced as follows: 

July 1, 1S53, cierk at $1,200 a 
year; July 1, 1854, clerk at $1,500 a 
year; July 1, 1870, principal clerk at 
$1,S00 a year; December 0, 1911, clerk 
at $1,400 a year; May 1, 1918, stenog- 
rapher and typewriter at $900 a year. 

It will be seen that he was demoted 
In December. 1911, and again in May, 
1918, to lower positions, Involving less 
work and responsibility. These demo- 
tions were at his own request. In 
October, 1917, lie received from the 
assistant secretary of the navy, Mr. 
Roosevelt, the following letter: 

"I have to inform you that you have 
been granted leave without pay for 
six months beginning October 13. 1917. 

“As you have been in the employ 
of the government now nearly sixty- 
nine years, and during all that time 
your record has lx*en excellent. I re- 
gret that there is no way in which the 
department could continue you on the 
rolls with compensation. 

"I desire nt this time to express 
the appreciation of the department for 
your long and satisfactory service, and 
the hope that you will be. so benefited 
by this leave that you can return and 
resume your duties at its expiration.” 

I talked with one of the cabinet 
officers about the old and feeble em- 
ployees. 

He said; “I don’t know what con- 
gress intends to do about them, but I 
know what I intend to do with those 
in my departm mt. 1 intend to leave 
them alone. They can stay here as 
long as they like, until some provision 
Is made for them. When 1 was new 
in the department I dismissed two of 
these old people and demoted another, 
on the ground that they were super- 
annuated and inefficient and were a 
hindrance to the work. 

“All three of them wrote me sad 
letters and promptly committed sui- 
cide. That was enough ami more 
than enough for me Never again 
will I disturb one of them. I do not 
choose to have it <>n my conscience 
that I pronounced sentence of death 
on an old man or an old woman in 
the service of the government. They 
can all stay on here as long as they 
like. I found them here and some of 
them will he here when 1 leave. If 
congress chooses to provide for them 
that Is Its obligation. But 1 will never 
sentence another one of them to self- 
destruction, no matter what the cost 
to the taxpayer and tlu* govertumut.”

The following letters and extracts 
from letters will be of Interest to the 
school teachers of this city and their 
friends. 

From a letter from Chairman Ever- 
ett E. Kent of the School Committee 
to the Mayor and aldermen we take 
the following extracts: 

“Upon the passage of the budget in 
the early part of this present month, 
with appropriation for salary less 
than the amount estimated by the 
committee as necessary to maintain 
the schools, the School Committee 
gave careful consideration to the 
problems which were thus raised. 
The committee has to make immedi- 
ately. in May. its appointment of 
teachers for the school year, begin- 
ning in September, fixing salaries. 
According to the printed schedule 
adopted in 1920, under which teachers 
have been engaged and have been 
serving, the action now to be taken 
should carry certain increases of sal- 
ary to begin in September. 1922. The 
budget appropriation is not sufficient 
to permit this. 

“Usually the School Committee suc- 
ceeds in making some savings over its 
advance estimates; hut these depend 
upon events that cannot be foreseen; 
deaths or resignations that may not 
occur. Also, unforeseen necessities 
may negative any such saving; for the 
committee's estimate is figured so 
close to actual needs that it contains 
no "overlay,” or margin, to provide 
for errors or contingencies. AVhile 
this is hardly reasonable, in a budget 
item approaching $700,000. it illus- 
trates how economical and how pre- 
cisely reliable the committee seeks to 
be in its estimates made for the 
Mayor and aldermen. 

“The School Committee cannot wait 
until the end of the year before fixing 
the salaries. It cannot make appoint- 
ments calling for more money than is 
available. And it cannot speculate, or 
at least it will not, and take the 
chance of arriving at the end of the 
year with funds exhausted, and of 
having to come to the Board of Alder- 
men and say that it has spent money 
at a faster rate than was authorized 
by the board. Therefore, the School 
Committee has concluded that it will 
be unable, with the appropriation 
granted in the budget, to make ap- 
pointments in May at the salaries 
that have been pre-arranged as regu- 
lar and standard.” 

The following letter was written by 
Mr. Kent to Alderman Thomas W. 
White, chairman of the Finance com- 
mittee, under date of April 21: 

Dear Mr. White: — 


I am writing to confirm and supple- 
ment our conversation held over the 
telephone last Monday, because I wish 
to make very sure that there is no 
misapprehension on the part of the

what will result from the present re- 
duced appropriation. 

Word came to me of your having 
snid, lately, that in making the pres- 
ent budget grant for school salaries 
the Finance Committee did not intend 
that the tenehers should fall to re- 
ceive their prearranged increases of 
salary next September, hut that it 
was thought that sufficient savings to 
permit such increases could be made 
from withdrawals from service during 
the year. 

! Assuming that you might be cor- 
rectly reported (although this is con- 
trary to what I had previously un- 
derstood), I called you to explain thnt 
the school appointments of teachers 
, have to he made In May. specifying 
the individual salaries for the school 
year beginning in September, and that 
teachers must then accept or decline 
I within a limited number of days. 

The saving which you may hope 
will be apparent by December, and 
which may then, in retrospect, seem 
to have justified expenditures for the 
salary increases, is purely speculative 
and uncertain In May. As you know, 
it is forbidden by law as well as by 
good policy for the School Committee 
to Incur liability in excess of the ap- 
propriation m.ade for its use. If it is 
not desired thnt the prearranged in- 
creases be withheld, we must have the 
grant by May. The present appro- 
priation is nof sufficient to warrant 
lour carrying out the schedule printed 
in the Rules under which teachers are 
serving. 

In reply to this you suggested (this 
is in harmony with what I was told 
was the feeling of the Finance Com- 
mittee when its report was made two 
week ago), that such increases as 
were possible might be given to the 
lower paid teachers; and that the 
others should co-operate with the city 
in its distress by foregoing their ex- 
pected increases. But I explained to 
you that any failure to pay the pre- 
arranged rates would be very like a 
breach of faith, which the city’s own 
sense of self respect alone ought to 
prevent. It would embarrass the 
School Committee seriously in its ad- 
ministration. through affecting the 
morale in the school department, and 
through the uncertainty which it 
would throw about offers we may 
make to new teachers invited to come 
here. And I explained to you that 
only one of the grade teachers has as 
yet reached the permanent salary 
figure prescribed by the Rules; and 
that under the circumstances I could 
not say that the discrimination be- 
tween teachers which you propose 
would seem to the School Committee 
the wisest manner of distributing the 
shortage. 

You said that you would not accept 
any responsibility for failure of teach- 
ers to get expected increases; and 
that you were only asking for 
"economies.” But to this I replied 
that the economies must evidently be' 
made in salaries; that it is only sal- 
aries to which the budget item in 
question relates. The School Commit- 
tee cannot fix salaries beyond the 
sums that are available; and if any 
economies are made they must be 
economies in salaries. And this will 
result from your reduction of the ap- 
propriation. 

If this new knowledge that salaries 
have to he fixed in May, while the 
appropriation appears inadequate, 
changes the situation so that the 
Finance Committee would welcome a 
request as a basis on which to grant 
a further appropriation. I can assure 
you that the School Committee will 
gladly make such request. But the 
School Committee will not assume the 
responsibility of contracting to spend 
funds which the city government has 
not granted.

BEATI! OF MAJOR BROOKS 

Major George W. Brooks, the young- 
est volunteer to go to the Civil War 
from Newton, died last week Thurs- 
day at his home, 50 Prentice road, 
Newton Centre. For forty-four years 
he had been identified with the 
jewelry business, making jewelry and 
silverware cases under the firm name 
of the Brooks Manufacturing Com- 
pany at 221 High street, Boston. 

Mr. Brooks was born in Lamolne, 
Me., and wus in hiH seventy-seventh 
year. For a number of years the 
family lived in Roxbury, later moving 
to Newton. He was a member of Ed- 
ward W. Kinsley Post 113, G. A. R..

At the outbreak of the Civil War 
Major Brooks enlisted as a drummer 
hoy when only sixteen years of age. 
He was discharged on account of 
sickness, but recovering he again en- 
listed and remained until the end of 
the war. He subsequently became 
identified with the Dennison Manu- 
facturing Company until he went into 
business for himself. 

An incident touching the return of 
Major Brooks’s drum that he used 
during the war is of interest. On the 
return of the Forty-Fourth Regiment, 
Massachusetts Volunteers, in 1863, 
among the equipments turned Into the 
Governor was a drum, on which the 
drummer had printed his name. “G. 
W. Brooks, Co. B, 44, M. V. M.,” and 
had also drawn a checker board, on 
which many a game had been played 
to while away lonely hours. For 
years after Major Brooks endeavored 
to find some trace of his drum, but in 
vain. When tin- Regiment Association 
held its tenth annual reunion Major 
Brooks overheard a conversation 
which led through the courtesy of 
Colonel F. I^ee, ill whose possession 
the drum was, to the return of it to 
its owner. 

Major Brooks is survived hy 
widow, who was Sarah A. Coonerty of 
Windsor. Vt. ; and an adopted (laugh 
ter, Mrs. Earle Stockman of Brighton 

The funeral occurred at his home 
50 Prentice road, on Saturday after 
noon. Services were conducted by 
Rev. Edward T. Sullivan, D. D., of 
Trinity Church, Newton Centre, and 
Edward Kinsley Post 113, G. A. R. 
There was singing by the Shubert 
Quartet, selections being "Beautiful 
Isle of Somewhere," "Some Day We'll 
Understand." "Nearer, My God. To 
Thee," and ‘‘One by One." At the con 
elusion of the service taps were 
sounded. The burial took place at 
Mt. Hope Cemetery. The Rev. Dr. 
Edward Sullivan conducted services 
at the grave.

14 votes. Aldermen Ball. Banfield. Car- 
ter. Hickey, Jewell. Melcher, Nichols, 
Phipps.

MURDER \ND SUICIDE 

The murder of Mrs. William B. Pow- 
ell hv her husband and his immediate 
suicide last Tuesday was one of the 
most terrible affairs that has ever 
taken place in this city. 

Mr. and Mrs. Powell resided in what 
is known as the White estate at 
Chestnut hill.

Powell then pro- 
duced an automatic revolver and as 
Mrs. Powell and Maloney ran he fired 
at them. According to Josephine Eng 
land, a maid in the ho.isehold, Powell 
fired three shots at Maloney but missed 
him. Mrs. Powell ran into the library 
and Powell followed and fired at her 
three times. Two bullets entered her 
left arm and another her left breast.

The maid, Miss Eng- 
lish, says that he went upstairs to his 
own room. There he seems to have 
taken an ordinary revolver and shot 
himself four times in the breast.

INJUNCTION REFUSAL 


In the Supreme Court last week 
Friday, Judge DeCourcey refused to 
issue an injunction to restrain the 
.Newton aldermen from passing a pro- 
posed zoning ordinance. 

The matter was brought up to the 
court by Mr. and Mrs. Curtis Abbott 
of Newtonville, Major Perez B. How- 
ard of Newtonville, William J. Cozens 
of Newton Highlands, who is a real 
estate dealer, and City Physician Fred 
M. I^owe, whose home Is in West New- 
ton. When the case was called At- 
torney George H. Mellon stated that 
he wished to withdraw the name of 
Mr. Cozens. Mr. Abbott, who is an at- 
torney, argued his case, and Henry M. 
Whittlesey appeared for Dr. Lowe. 
Joseph Y. Bartlett, city solicitor, rep- 
resented the city, while Mayor Edwin 
O. Childs, President Arthur W. Hollis 
of the aldermanic board, City Engi- 
neer Edwin Rogers, City Clerk Frank 
M. Grant and several of the aldermen 
were present. 

Mr. Abbott’s chief contention was 
that many Newton people did not 
know of the proposed zoning plan and 
he wished the matter to be delayed 
until a hearing could be held, at which 
all who are interested might appear. 
Dr. Lowe’s contention was that such 
an ordinance was unconstitutional and 
unjust, that it would affect the coming 
generation, and that tne restriction of 
the use of land was equivalent to tak- 
ing it without recompense. 

Mr. Bartlett stated that the aider- 
men have the right to adopt such an 
ordinance under a legislative act; that 
the matter has been before the city 
government since 1918, and that at 
least twenty-five hearings have been 
held on it. He stated also that the 
city has employed experts, both law- 
yers and engineers, to investigate and 
to draft a plan. 

Judge De Courcey said: “I see no 
reason for an injunction. It may be 
that the board will never adopt this 
ordinance. It if should, and anyone’s 
legal rights are infringed upon there 
Is a remedy. You are asking me to 
Issue a temporary injunction re- 
straining the aldermen from consider- 
ing the ordinance. I decline to do so.”

Belmont and Weston, as well as 
from all parts of Newton are expected 
to attend and to sing in one large and 
splendid chorus the great church 
hymns which they have been practic- 
ing an.l memorizing during the past 
few months in their church schools 
and their homes. 

Four of the hymns and a story will 
provide the theme of the program for 
the auditorium section of the Festilval, 
where the Junior, Intermediate and 
Senior Departments of the Sunday 
Schools gather.

ACTION ON ZONING ORDINANCE DELAYED 

Active Minority Block Suspension of Rules at Meeting of 
Aldermen on Monday Night 


NEAR EAST RELIEF 


LEC'TTRE ON CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


The many Newton people directly 
and indirectly interested in the subject 
of Christian Science will be gratified 
at the announcement in another 
column that Prof. Hermann S. Hering, 
C. S. B., is to speak on the subject at 
Temple Hall, Newtonville, Monday 
evening. May 22nd. Prof. Hering, for- 
merly connected with John Hopkins 
University, became interested in Chris- 
tian Science, and after a searching in- 
vestigation of its claims and teach- 
ings, accepted them, and has since 
given all his time and abilities to this 
cause. As a member of the Christian 
Science Board of Lectureship, his 
message is an authorized one, and 
will make its appeal to all of an open 
mind. The lecture is free, and a cor- 
dial invitation is extended to all. 


l The Betty Roberts Shop at 57 Union 
[street, Newton Centre, and the 
churches in the other villages have 
1 responded to the call of the Massa- 
chusetts Near East Relief committee 
and will serve as collection centres 
for discarded winter clothing and 
shoes next week. 

Monday is to be observed as Bundle 
Day throughout the state, and an ap- 
peal has been made for 250,000 pounds 
of clothing. 

A cablegram from the president of 
the Armenian Republic states that the 
weaving industry of the country has 
been ruined by war, and cannot be re- 
stored within two years. Every Amer- 
ican garment sent over is in use. and 
the warehouses of Near East Relief 
are empty. The situation is more seri- 
ous than in any year since the armis- 
tice was signed. 


The proposed zoning ordinance had 
hard sledding at the adjourned meet- 
ing of the aldermen last Monday night, 
an active and aggressive minority of 
the board being successful in postpon- 
ing action that night because it re- 
quired a three-fourths vote of the 
board to suspend its rules regarding 
the passage of ordinances. 

All the members save Aldermen Ban- 
Held and Carter were present and the 
first battle came over the question of 
allowing Mr. Leon Rubenstein of the 
Security Mills a hearing on the dis- 
trict to which his property had been 
assigned. Alderman Phipps of the 
Zoning committee stated that Mr. Rub- 
instein had been heard by the Newton- 
ville local committee and by the Zon- 
ing committee and it would be unfair 
to allow one objector a special hear- 
ing. Alderman AVhite, in a most 
grandiloquent manner said "that every 
American citizen was entitled to his 
day in court.” That the Security Mills, 
a manufacturing concern had been 
[ placed in the general residence dis- 
trict. Every citizen in* said, should 
know what zoning was to be made 
even if changes were being made in 
the district lines like a kaleidoscope. 
Alderman Saltonstall said that two 
public hearings had been held and it 
was unfair to allow one a hearing and 
not others. Alderman .Madden sain 
that hundreds of citizens were affected 
by this ordinance and the board would 
be criticized if it gave but one man a 
hearing. Alderman Heathcote said 
that the chairman of the Newtonville 
Zoning committee, Mr. C’abot was one 
of the most active men a year ago in 
opposing the location of the Security 
Mills. Alderman W hidden favored 
zoning, but saw no objection to giving 
Mr. Rubenstein a hearing. The board 
then voted to give Mr. Rubenstein 15 
minutes. He said that it was obvious 
that the ordinance took away property 
rights without compensation. The Se- 
| curlty Mills had bought land and put 
in is plant and it was a mockery to 
! say that a factory should be in a gen- 
eral residence district. This property 
was back swamp land and should clear- 
ly be in class 4. As it would be impos- 
sible to obtain a :i 4 vote of the aider- 
men, keeping this property in class 2 
| would prevent development and expan- 
sion which every industry bad to ex- 
1 poet. All the property in that neigh- 
borhood is assesed for about $57,000, 
a valuation that the machinery alone 
of the Security Mills would be as- 
sessed. Mr. Rubinstein said that the 
zoning ordinance was revolutionary in 
character and ought to be made as 
sugar coated as possible. With but 
few objectors, the board ought to give 
everyone what he wants. 


Mr. A. M. Lyon of the Newtonville 
local committee was then given an 
opportunity to reply and said that this 
matter had been given full considera- 
tion and hearing. The committee had 
made a house to house canvass and an 
that neighborhood was unanimous for 
the general residence district. 

Alderman Saltonstall then moved 
that all the other objectors be granted 
a hearing at the next meeting of the 
board. Alderman Phipps said that 
speculative building was going on all 
over the city, twenty applications 
having been filed within the past two 
weeks. Citizens were uncertain and 
the time has come for definite action. 
Alderman White was opposed to the 
ordinance in its present shape, it was 
un-American, and a relic of German 
kultur. He cited several instances of 
what he claimed was improper district- 
ing. admitting that he did not know 
however just what district some of 
them were in. Alderman Nichols stat- 
ed that this matter had been under 
consideration since 1918 and that the 
number of opponents had now been re- 
duced to but 3 or 4. Ample opportun- 
ity had been given to everyone and it 
was time to take action. Alderman 
Heathcote said that the city has ex- 
isted a number of years without zon- 
ing and it would not be disastrous if 
the ordinance was never passed. Al- 
derman White believed that a better 
zoning ordinance could be framed pre- 
dicted that it would prevent the de- 
velopment of the city and would be a 
subject of political controversy in the 
future. Mr. Saltonstall’s motion for 
another hearing was defeated by a 
vote i >i l" to 8. 

Alderman White then raised a point 
of order that as the ordinance might 
entail a revaluation of the city, it 
should under the rules be referred to 
the Finance Committee. President 
Hollis ruled against the joint order 
and was sustained by the city solicitoi. 
It was pointed out, however, that the 
matter had not been formally before 
the committee on Claims and Rules

A recess was then taken to allow the 
committee on Ulaims and Rules to 
meet and an hour later, the battle was 
resumed with a majority report from 
that, committee favoring the ordinance 
with an amendment placing the Secur- 
Py Mills in class 4.

IN PER THE GILDED DOME 


Some of the really big matters of 
the session are now coming along and 
the work of the General Court is be- 
coming most interesting. 

The Senate this week killed the bill 
giving police officers a little more lati- 
tude in arrests for disorderly con- 
duct — a measure which had been 
strongly advocated by the late Police 
Commissioner Curtis of Boston The bill 
had passed the House. Senator 
Naphen voted for the bill and also en- 
deavored to. have the adverse action 
subsequently reconsidered, but with- 
out avail. 

The House this week passed the 
bill to require district attorneys to be 
members of the bar. This was the 
only possible action after the opinion 
of the Supreme Court, that the Legis- 
lature had power to fix the qualifica- 
tions for that office. 

The big fight of the week, however, 
was over the so-called bill for State 
control of penal institutions. The 
matter came before the House on the 
report of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of a so-called compromise 
measure entitled “An act to provide 
for the appointment of a board of 
correction and to prescribe its powers 
and duties and to provide greater uni- 
formity in management of penal and 
reformatory institutions of the Com- 
monwealth.” The bill was a great dis- 
appointment to those who had been 
making a fight for State control, but 
at first it was considered better than 
nothing. Even its advocates claimed 
that it was only a “promise” for State 
control, and some even went so far as 
to say it was nothing but a “hope.” 
As a matter of fact, the only hint at a 
change in present conditions was in 
the appointment of an advisory com- 
mission to assist the Hon. Sanford 
Bates of Waban, the commissioner of 
correction, in the preparation of rules 


and regulations for the penal institu- 
tions of the State and county, with 
the expectation that as the commis- 
sion would have in its membership one 
county commissioner and one sheriff, 
the county officials throughout the 
State would thereby be willing to ac- 
cept such rules. After its passage to 
third reading, the advocates pf State 
Control made a vigorous but ineffec- 
tive protest as the bill took its third 
reading on Wednesday by a vote of 
1L»S to 75. Thtf three representatives 

from Newton voted against the bill on 

its third rending. 

HIGH SCHOOL BASEBALL 

Today finds Newton still at the top 
of t be Suburban League, although the 
unbroken string of Orange and Rlitck 
victories is no more. Cambridge l.*at- 
in came across the Charles last Sat- 
urday afternoon, bringing with them 
a literal dynamo of base ’hits, and 
when the umpire called the final out 
Newton had been snowed under by 
an 11 to 4 score, and had dropped its 
first game of the 1922 season. Then 
Coach Dickinson rallied the flustered 
Newton forces, and on Tuesday last 
the Newtonians returned to the win 
column by defeating Medford. 4 to 1. 

Since the season started sporting 
writers have made little of the Cam- 
bridge l^atin outfit, and have com- 
pared it most unfavorably to the crack 
Cantab nine of last year. With the 
exception of the Cambridge team it- 
self there was no one who cared to 
predict a Latin win over Newton! Rut 
it was enough that the Cambridge 
boys knew they could put the skids 
under Newton, and the final score 
proves how well they accomplished 
what they set out to do. Capt. Murphy 
started in the box for Newton, and 
Coach Leaiuler MacDonald sent his 
best bet, Davies, to the mound for 
Cambridge. It was a perfect baseball 
day, and the crowded stands were pre- 
pared to cheer Newton to its sixth 
successive win. 

Newton defeated Medford at Med- 
ford last Tuesday, with Whitmore do- 
ing the slab work for the Garden City 
nine. It was Whitmore’s fifth succes- 
sive win and keeps him in the honor 
roll of unbeaten pitchers. As a game 
the Newton-Medford contest was noth- 
ing to rave about. The Newton boys 
failed to recover from their batting 
slump and were able to make but 
four hits. Whitmore was the saving 
factor for Newton, and he received 
good support from Cronin. Leary and 
Osborne. 

Tomorrow afternoon Newton plays 
Somerville at Claflin Field. Somerville 
is making a strong bid for the title, 
and tomorrow’s contest will decide 
whether Newton or Somerville is to 
maintain the top position in the league 
standing. We look to see Whitmore 
sent after this game, and we believe 
that Newton will have no great amount 
of trouble in sending the Somerville 
nine down to defeat.

uniforms and naked, while others 
marched with the heads of the French 
officers impaled on pikes and sticks. 
Lieut. Weeden walked through the ex- 
cited crowd a bit later, and it is be- 
lieved only his American uniform 
saved him. while the crowd shouted, 
‘Why don’t you kill him, too?” He 
went to the prison and provided 
clothes and food for the French 
prisoners, and later obtained parole of 
several others on his- own word. The 
services he rendered were reported 
later by Genera! Gerreau and Lieut. 
Deloire, the only officer surviving the 
massacre, and the medal comes as the 
result. 

Lieut. Weeden was an aviator dur- 
ing the war, and afterwards joined 
the Near East Relief under Dr. James 
Barton. He spent eighteen months 
in ministering to the needs of the Ar- 
menians, built an orphange that 
housed thirteen hundred children, and 
provided work and food for many 
thousands of Armenians. The medal 
was to have been pinned on by Mar 
shall Joffre, but the termination sud- 
denly of his American tour made 
other plans necessary. 

Lieut. Weeden is the son of Dr. and 
Mrs. Charles F. Weeden, 110 Glen ave- 
nue, Newton Centre. The lieutenant 
is now a teller in the Newton Trust 
Co., and Dr. Weeden is minister at Old

HOYS’ DEPARTMENT NOTES 

Last Saturday morning a group of 
hoys, in charge of It. C. Smith. Asst. 
Boys’ Work Secretary, took their first 
bicycle hike of the season covering 
about fifty-two miles. The hoys left 
the “Y” at 9 A. M. and going by the 
way of Watertown Square they went 
to Arlington Square, along the Mystic 
Lakes, to Grove St., to Lawrence Look- 
out, Medford, Panthers Cave, The Old 
Man of the Fells, and from there to 
Film-Land City. Here the hoys rested 
before journeying to Spot Pond Picnic 
Grounds where they had their lunch. 
After a little tire trouble which was 
soon fixed, the hoys visited tile Zoo. 
The Middlesex Fells Pumping station 
proved to ho a place of much interest 
to tlie hoys who saw the pumps in 
action. After a short stay there the 
hoys started for home and arrived just 
as the town clock was striking four. 
A refreshing swim was much enjoyed, 
and tills completed the day. 


A year of successful effort on the 
part of the Newton Federation of 
Women’s Clubs came to a close with 
the annual meeting held at the Cen- 
tral church at Newtonville on Tues- 
day, May 9. The morning session as 
usual was given up to the annual re- 
ports of officers and committees and 
the necessary business. The by-laws 
were amended to provide for the ap- 
pointment of a Finance committee, 
which shall budget the year’s ex- 
penses, and to whom shall lie referred 
all appeals for donations from the 
Philanthropic Fund, before they can 
he voted upon by the executive hoard. 

Among the activities reported may 
he mentioned the recent sale for the 
benefit of the disabled soldiers in the 
hospitals held at tho Newton Club un- 
der the auspices of tll.e Civic? and So- 
cial Service committee, the sale of the 
Christmas and carried on by. the Ed- 
ucation committee, from which was 
netted $1,208.91. Of this amount $3,- 
146.22, is available for use in Newton 
for the health work in the schools. 
Through the instrumentality of the 
Education committee an appropria- 
tion of $1,000. was secured to instal 
lighting facilities in the Hyde and 
Peirce schools, with a subsequent ap- 
propriation of $4,000. to extend the 
work this year. Conferences upon ed- 
ucational needs have resulted in the 
shortening of the high school day, and 
in bringing aid for school lunches for 
children in the Barnard school. 

The Conservation committee, always 
alive to needs of this sort, has in the 
two years of its existence succeeded 
in arousing the interest of the execu- 
tive hoard and its own members in 
this vital subject, hut the chairman 
admits in her report, “we have almost 
totally failed to interest the dubs as 
clubs. I believe more women in New- 
ton have some intelligent interest in 
Conservation than in most communi- 
ties. Yet we are only a handful 
throughout the country. Whatever 
work is accomplished, is done by men 
and men’s organizations. Men, even 
lumbermen, are more and more feeling 
its importance and the interrelation 
between all phases of Conservation. 
If women understood it. they could 
give untold help in legislation and in 
influencing public opinion.’’ 

The Legislative work was outlined 
by the report of the chairman, Mrs. 
Abbott Rice, which was read by Mrs. 
F. A. Cole. 

A review of the work of the clubs 
for the year was summarized by Mrs. 
Wallace C. Royden. from the reports 
sent in, anil showed a wide range of 
subjects studied and lectures heard, 
and a vast number of activities car- 
ried along many lines with financial 
gifts to most of the philanthropic in- 
stitutions of the city. 

Reports from the Newton District 
Nursing Association, given by Mrs. G. 
W. St. Amant, the Hospital Aid Asso- 
ciation, by Mrs. F. E. Anderson, the 
Welfare Bureau by Mrs. Carrie A. 
Hull, the Newton W. C. T. U. by Mrs. 
W. M. Mick, the Women’s Auxiliary of 
the Y. M. C. A. by Mrs. C. D. Kepner, 
the Mothers’ Rest by Mrs. Cooley, in- 
' formed the delegates of their respect- 
ive activities. 

Mrs. S. Hardy Mitchell, the retiring 
president, reviewed her two years’ 
service and pointed out her changed 
attitude toward the Federation, a quo- 
tation which is given elsewhere, and 
t gracefully introduced tlie newly elect- 
I ed president. Mrs. Ralph C. Henry, 
i who in a simple and dignified way 
j pledged her best efforts to the Federa- 
i tion and bespoke the earnest support 
of the club women. 

A delicious luncheon was served 
i during the noon recess by the Social 
.committee, Mrs. John F. Capron, chair- 
man. A feature of the morning was 
j community singing led by Mrs. Frank 
: L. Miller, which was interspersed 
| among the reports and at the close 
of the luncheon. 

A delightful half-hour of music 
opened the afternoon session. Miss 
Eleanor Lutz, ’cellist, charmed her 
hearers by her finely rendered groups 
of selections, while the Auburndale 
I Woman’s Club Chorus, under the lead- 
jership of Julia Ritter McCormick, sang 
, several numbers in a finished and 
masterly way, which were enthusiasti- 
cally received by the audience. 

Professor David D. Vaughan, of 
j Boston University, the speaker of the 
j afternoon, brought tlie message of 
( “American Ideals,*’ forcibly home to 
j his hearers. — the ideals of truth, of 
! freedom, of justice, of equality, of 
fraternity, and of service. When these 
become a common heritage of a world 
democracy the globe round, only thus 
will America be safe. In elaborating 
his theme Prof. Vaughan urged inde- 
pendent thinking. Men like William 
Jenings Bryan, who decry the doctrine 
of evolution, have “never arrived and 
never will." Everything which has to 
do with life grows, is evolved, nothing 
hats come into being by fiat. He urged 
people to be teachable, to be tolerant, 
not to consider anything different from 
our own point of view as inferior. 
“Standpatters are dangerous men." 
God is always on tho side of facts. 

Ilis address was punctuated with 
witty anecdotes and with illustrations 
taken from out of his own experience, 
that of a self-made man, who as a boy 
had walked the streets of Chicago, had 
succeeded in getting an education and 
becoming a pastor among the slums of 
Chicago, and now a professor at Bos- 
ton University in the Social Service 
department, training other young men 
how to help the unfortunate.

From the number of spectators last 
Monday evening at the meeting of the 
aldermen in City Hall, it is evident 
that in some circles, at least, there is 
some Interest in the proposed zoning 
ordinance which it was expected 
would be acted upon at that meeting. 

During the session there was a re- 
cess of an hour and a half to allow 
the members interested to thrash out 
their differences, and then the matter, 
by general agreement, was allowed to 
go over until the next meeting of the 
hoard. 

The next matter of interest was the 
debate over an order granting the 
school committee an additional ?6500 
for regular salaries, and $700 ad- 
ditional for vocational salaries. This 
matter had evidently been recom- 
mended by the Finance committee in 
the absence of Chairman White, and 
when the matter came up for action 
he opposed it. He said in part that 
he was convinced that the manage- 
ment of our schools was in incom- 
petent hands. With a total appropria 
tion of over $700,000 it ought to be 
possible by decent economies to save 
this small amount. Requests of the 
firemen for one day off In three, 
cost some $12,000, has not been grant- 
ed, but we give the school committee 
all they ask to do with as they see 
fit. This order will put $26,000 ad- 
ditional on the taxpayer for next year, 
inasmuch as it makes increases in sal- 
aries for this year which must be con- 


tinued for next year. Mr. White 
charged the School committee with 
not delivering the goods, and said they 
neglected fundamentals and follow 
after theories. 

Alderman Nichols said that salaries 
of school teachers had been settled a 
few years ago by general agreement, 
and the fail li of the city was pledged 
to continue the plan. Policemen now 
have a regular scale and there is no 
question over the additional amounts 
each year for those increases. Why 
should the teachers be the only city 
employees for whom a regular in- 
crease should he denied. Considering 
the number of pupils, the proportion 
of the budget devoted to schools is 
not disproportionate with other mu- 
nicipalities. The school budget Is al- 
located and the committee cannot 
save this sum except by cutting down 
other functions. The committee, 
moreover, must make its arrange- 
ments for teachers within a few weeks 
and cannot wait to see how tne ap- 
propriations will work out next fall. 
In addition, Mr. Nichols thought it 
detrimental to the morale of the 
teaching force to know that their in- 
crease in salaries would be deter- 


mined by the number of deaths or 
resignations. 

Alderman White stated that one 
board of aldermen did not have the 
right to bind future boards, and that 
' there was money enough appropriated 
. In the budget to take care of all legiti- 
mate increases. The School commit- 
tee does not co-operate with the 
I aldermen, but desires to exploit its 
I own theories. Teachers don’t have 
time to teach fundamentals, and mas- 
ters do not have the time to look after 
( the pupils as they should. Other 
' cities, he declared, give better educa- 
tion than Newton, and we are spend- 
ing too much money for the results 
! attained. 

The order was then passed, with 
Aldermen Earle, Grebenstein, Heath- 
cote, Mauden, Ross, White, Young and 
i President Hollis voting in opposition. 

A resolve authorizing the Mayor to 
allow the use of land adjoining the 
1 Technical High School, which was 
! purchased recently, was adopted, after 
I Alderman Young had stated that it 
I was deemed inadvisable to place this 
, property in the hands of the School 
j committee, as it would require legis-

MUSICAL FESTIVAL 



The fourth annual Musical Festival 
of Memorized Hymns was successfully 
carried out on last Sunday afternoon In 
the Eliot Church, Newton, under the 
auspices of the Norumbega District 
Sunday School Association, and un- 
der the leadership of Rev. Blarl E. 
Harper of Auburndale as musical di- 
rector. Over 1,200 attended from 
about twenty-eight Sunday schools. 

The singing from memory of the 
three hymns which schools were 
asked to memorize thoroughly, i. e., 
“Come Thou Almighty King,” ’’Crown 
Him With Many Crowns,” and “My 
Faith IBooks Up to Thee,” indicated 
that real resuits in this line have 
been secured this year even more than 
in the past. These hymns will prove 
a valuable life possession for all who 
attended, and for as many more who 
have learned the hymns in their local 
church schools during the past few 
months, but did not attend the festi- 
\*al itself. Three thousand hymn leaf- 
lets were distributed in the Sunday 
school and homes of the district in 
preparation for the festival. 

Six of the schools sent junior 
choirs prepared to take part in the 
junior chorus, which numbered 150 
children. These six choirs have been 
practicing separately for nearly two 
months, and have had only one op- 
portunity to rehearse together. They 
rendered with fine effect the anthem. 
“Lord, Thy Children Guide and Keep,” 
by Maunders. 

In the primary department group, 
held in the chapel, 200 children sang 
the songs especially appropriate for ; 
them, and listened intently to fasci- 
nating stories. These children were 
divided this year into three groups in 
three separate rooms for the half- ; 
hour story-telling period, so that all 
could hear easily, and so that the 
story-tellers might have a more in- 
timate touch with the children than 
in previous years, when all were in 
one large room. 

The Musical Festival plan, includ- 
ing the memorizing of great church 
hymns, originated with the president 
of the Norumbega District Sunday 
School Association three years ago. 
and has since been copied by many 
district and city Sunday school asso 
ciations throughout the country.

The school teachers of Newton and 
their friends should fully realize the 
efforts which have otx n ✓xerted the 
past two weeks at City Hall to per- 
suade the aldermen to make the nec- 
essary appropriation to allow the 
usual slight increases in school salar- 
ies to take effect next September. It 
will he recalled that two or three 
years ago there was an agreement i»j 
the school committee and the aldermen 
on a schedule of salaries, on the same 
principle)' ns that in force in regard to 
the salaries of policemen and firemen, 
whereby new teachers entering the 
service at a minimum rate could look 
forward to annual increases in salary 
until a known maximum was reached. 
This spring the aldermen, under the 
leadership of Alderman White refused 
the item in the salary budget to make 
these increases and Mr. White stated 
that the committee ought to be able to 
save enough of its <725.000 budget, to 
meet the $9,000 or $10,000 needed foi 
the increases, ignoring wholly the stat- 
utory provision that no contract can he 
made until the appropriation’ therefor 
is available. This phase of the matter 
was immediately brought to the at- 
tention of the aldermen by the school 
committee and on Monday night the 
hoard, by a narrow margin, passed the 
necessary order. Alderman White in 
opposing this order showed consider- 
able animus towards the school author- 
ities and was willing to vent his spite 
on the innocent school teachers, who 
certainly cannot be held responsible 
for the condition which Mr. White 
alleges the schools of Newton find 
themselves. Mr White was supported 
in his position by seven other aider- 
men and we believe it will be interest- 
ing to our citizens to note that those 
who voted against the order to keep 
faith with the school teachers were 
Aldermen Earle.

SENTENCED TO JAIL

Gethsemane Commandery, Knights 
Templar of this city observed its fif- 
tieth anniversary this week with a 
church service on Sunday afternoon, 
and a reception, banquet and dance on 
Monday night. 

The service on Sunday afternoon 
was held at Central Church, Newton- 
ville, the pastor of which, Rev. M. H. 
Lichliter, Is the Associate Prelate of 
the Commandery. It waH attended hv 
about 200 Sir Knights in full regalia, 
who marched to the church from their 
headquarters in the Masonic Building. 
The pastor was assisted in the service 
by Rev. John Matteson and by the 
Prelate, Hon. Albert L. Harwood. The 
sermon was entitled "The Pilgrim War- 
rior" and was a virile and stirring ad- 
dress. 

On Monday evening over 700 Sir 
Knights and their ladies attended the 
reception, banquet and dance* held at 
the Copley Plaza hotel in Boston, and 
were honored by the presence of Gov- 
ernor (’banning II. Cox. The program 
included an historical address by Hon. 
Albert L. Harwood, and addresses 
by Governor Channing H. Cox, 
Henry C. Dexter. Grand Com- 
mander of Knights Templar of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island and Arthui 
I). Prince, Grand Master of Masons in 
Massachusetts. An entertainment, the 
“Cotter’s Saturday Night” was given 
at the close of the banquet, followed by 
dancing to the music of Haffermehl’s 
orchestra. 

Mr. Harwood’s historical address was 
as follows, — 

Fifty years in the life of our Com- 
mandery have passed. This is a long 
time in a human life; hut short when 
we remember that 800 years have rolled 
away since the Order of Templars came 
into being, and shorter still when we 
consider that we are now living in the 
201 h Century since the Saviour of the 
World, whose teaching we try to fol- 
low, taught died and rose from the 
dead, bringing life and immortality to 
light. 

The events which have taken place 
in an institution like ours, which are 
of general interest are few. The most 
important influences which have been 
extrted, are those that have been felt 
by the members of our order as they 
have been taught in our asylum. These 
will only he known when the acts and 
motives of each shall be revealed in 
tlie great Eternity. 

Only the high points in the Com- 
mandery’s history will he given, fuller 
details are reserved for the published 
document. 

On April 5th, 1872. the first meeting 
to consider having a Commandery in 
Newton was called to order by Sir 
Knight James M. Greenwood of Pales- 
tine Commandery. 

On the 18th of May, 1872, the neces- 
sary preliminaries having been accom- 
plished a meeting was held for the pur- 
poses of organization. Officers were 
elected and appointed to serve while 
the Commandery was under Dispen -a- 
tion.

THE LATE FREEDOM HUTCHINSON 


DEATH OF .11 It. HUTCHINSON 


Mr. Freedom Hutchinson, a resident 
of this city for the past thirty years, 
was found dead in his bed at his home 
on Centre street, Newton, last Friday 
morning. 

Freedom Hutchinson descends from 
one of the oldest and most distin- 
guished families of Massachusetts. He 
was the son of Edwin F. and Eliza- 
beth Ann (.Flint) Hutchinson, and was 
horn Aug. 6, 1S47, in Milan, N. H., 
where lie received his common school 
education. He subsequently attended 
the Nichols Latin School in Lewiston, 
Me., and was graduated from Bates 
College, In the same place, in 1873, 
having an English oration at com- 
mencement and standing high in his 
class. 

After leaving college Mr. Hutchin- 
son was for two years principal of the 
high school at Topsham, Me., and in 
the meantime and afterwards also read 
law in Lewiston. He was admitted to 
the bar in Auburn, Me., in April, 1876, 
and at once came to Boston, Mass., 
where he was admitted to the Suffolk 
bar May 9 of the same year, and where 
he has since practised his profession 


with uniform success, and has been 
counsel in a large number of impor- 
tant cases in both Maine and Massa- 
chusetts. 

Mr. Hutchinson gained a wide recog- 
nition as a lawyer, and for many years 
has occupied a prominent place among 
the leading members of the Boston 
bar. 

He resided in Boston from 1876 to 
the fall of 1S92, and since then in New- 
ton Highlands and Newton, where he 
was a member of the Newton Common 
Council in 1895 and 1896. He was a 
member of the Columbian Lodge, Free 
and Accepted Masons of Boston, the 
Middlesex. Brae-Burn and Hunnewell 
Clubs. • 

He was married Feb. 15, 1886, to 
Abbie Laighton Butler, daughter of Dr. 
David P. and Eleanor (Bisby) Butler 
of Boston, and he is survived by one 
daughter, Mrs. George R. Ainsworth, of 
Great Neck, Long Island. 

Funeral services were held at his 
late home on Centre street Sunday 
afternoon. Rev. George L. Parker, pas- 
tor of the Newton Centre Unitarian 
Church, of which Mr. Hutchinson was 
a trustee, officiating, and the burial 
was in the Newton Cemetery.

Donald Houghton, coach of the 
Angier School baseball team, is ex- 
tremely successful on the Angier 
playground. Through the keen inter- 
est he personally holds in the game 
of baseball, he has been instrumental 
in forming an addition to the seven 
school teams, three girls’ teams and 
a twilight league composed of five 
young men’s teams. Under him the 
school team lias played exceptionally 
well against formidable odds. 

The teachers in the upper grades 
have made handwriting scales com- 
posed of median papers chosen from 
the excellent, good, fair, passable, 
and poor groups of papers made by 
the pupils themselves. High stand- 
ards have been set and were easilv 
made possible because the children 
strove hard to do their best when the 
papers were being prepared. Con- 
stantly the pupils are now measuring 
their handwriting according to these 
scales, and are inspired and held to 
their best writing. The teachers have 
adopted the name of “The Angier 
Handwriting Scale, VI.” etc. 

The experiments which have been 
tried in spelling throughout the 
grades have completely justified the 
change from the former methods. The 
child first finds early in the week the 
words upon which he needs study. A 
successful me* hod of study lias been 
taught the children for mastering 
these words. In the middle of the 
week he tries to spell the words again. 
And once more lie studies those which 
he has not learned. Each Friday is 
the final, joyous test on the week’s 
list, and seldom is it that an indus- 
trious pupil fails in a single word. 
The class results have always been 
satisfactory. 

The Cleveland Survey tests in 
arithmetic are being given in Grades 
Three to Eight, with the view’ to a’d- 
ing the individual child to see for 
himself the standard in speed and ac- 
curacy he should attain in the work 
of his grade. These tests have brought 
to light unusual strength in many 
processes and hared the weaknesses 
upon which dull groups have neces- 
sarily been formed. 

Bigelow 

The children in Grade 3. Miss 
Child’s class, entertained the children 
in Grade 4, Miss Coyle’s class, on Fri- 
day afternoon. The musical numbers 
w’ere chosen by a music committee.

They 
meet once a week, at 11 o’clock, with 
long poles, on t he end of which there 
is u spike. They encircle the grounds 
and spike the rubbish, which they put 
in large waste* cans. After the 
grounds are cleared they go to their 
rooms, where they continue their 
school work.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

Some of the most important matters 
of the session are now coming along 
on the calendar, for it is expected that 
prorogation will he reached possibly 
by the end of next week. It is cer- 
tain. however, that the General Court 
will not he prorogued by Governor 
Cox until some legislation along the 
recommendations of the Webster re- 
port for economy and efficiency in the 
State administration has been enact- 
ed. Governor Cox is undoubtedly in 
earnest in this respect, and is certain- 
ly on the right track. It will be di- 
ficult, however, to get very much along 
the lines of the report as its recom- 
mendations are being severely at- 
tacked by the many friends of Sta*e 
officials, whose services may be elim- 
inated if the report is adopted. 

One of the interesting features of 
the week was the report of leave to 
withdraw of the special commir.tee 
which lias been investigating charges 
of malfeasance in office by Judge 
I fierce of t he Supreme < JourL Tho re- 
port was accepted in the Senate with- 
out debate, but in the House it was 
opposed by Representative Jordan, 
one of the petitioners for action 
against Judge Pierce. This let loose 
a flood of oratory rdi the part of mem- 
bers of the committee, hut after nil 
was over the report w’as accepted with 
but one member in opposition. 

A most important fire prevention 
hill was passed this w’eek by the 
House, and which, if it becomes a law 
and is enforced — note the words, “and 
is enforced” — ought to curtail some- 
what the criminal carelessness of our 
people in the matter of fire damage. 

The matter of State control of penal 
institutions is still somew’hat in the 
air. but its friends are hopeful that 
some measure looking to that end may 
come out of the present agitation. Tho 
Shattuck bill mentioned in this 
column last -week was about as 
namby-pamby as one could imagine, 
but the House passed it against the 
wishes and votes of those who wanted 
something real. The Senate put in 
several good amendments, giving it 
some real merit, and then added an 
impossible amendment looking to- 
ward a new State prison at Bridge- 
water. This matter caused the bill 
to go to a conference committee which 
reported practically the Senate bill 
with the plan of the House for organ- 
ization of the proposed commission. 
In considering this conference re- 
port, the House ignored the merits of 
the control part of the bill and worked 
itself into such a condition over tho 
State prison part of the report that 
the main bill was sidetracked and the 
conference report was rejected. For- 
tunately, however, Speaker Young 
took the floor, and with his Influence 
another committee of conference was 
appointed. 

There was a long debate Wednesday 
over the proposal for four bridges 
over the t'hurles River In the Metro- 
politan district. It will he recalled 
thut last yuur this bill became lir.v, 
but the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission either purposed delayed cur- 
rying out its provisions or wilfully 
neglected Uh duty, mid this yeurcarne 
in witli a new program, that instead 
of rebuilding the Cottage Farm bridge, 
a now bridge should be built across 
the river near the Youth’s Companion 
building. This pluu aroused consider- 
able opposition in Cambridge ami the 
House finally killed the bill.

When looking, therefore, for a so- 
lution of the world’s problems, need 
one look further than to a demon- 
strated understanding of the teach- 
ings of the Master? Did he not set a 
standard of right living upon a spirit- 
ual basis which he declared he made 
it possible for all to follow? And in 
connection therewith did he not heal 
all manner of evil nnd disease 
through divine power, and did he not 
teach his followers to do the same 
thing? Is it not evident then, that 
Christian living involves not merely 
right ethical or moral conditions, but 
right physical and mental conditions 
as well; health, harmony and whole- 
someness in every direction? 

Christian Living Includes Healing 
We thus see that Christian healing 
is undoubtedly an essential element 
in Christian living. From the incep- 
tion of Christianity, however, only a 
few have accepted fully our Master’s 
teachings, caught their spirit and 
manifested this Christ spirit in 
healing works, notably the early 
Christians who, during the first three 
centuries of the Christian era, did 
such marvelous healing, and led suen 
self-sacrificing and consecrated lives, 
until the time when Christianity was 
engulfed in formalism and its vital 
spirit was quenched. One reason why 
so many do not believe in Christian 
healing is because it is difficult for 
the human mind t<> see and admit that

ural consequence, so the words 
Truth that we shall hear tonight will 
uplift and heal in the same way. 

"It is with great pleasure that I 
present Professor Hermann S. Her- 
ing. C. S. B., of Concord, X. H.. who 
will speak to us on ‘Christian Science, 
the Science of Right Living.’ ” 

Prof. Hering’s lecture is as follows: 
Since Christian Science, as discov- 
ered and founded by Mary Baker 
Eddy, Is being so generally recog- 
nized as an instrument for good, it 
will he interesting to know* what this 
Science teaches regarding the un- 
rest, evil and suffering so prevalent 
in the world today and to hear what 
solution it has to offer for them. We 
are interested in the cause of this un- 
toward condition and to learn if pos- 
sible of an adequate remedy for it, as 
well as to find what part each one of 
us plays in the situation, to what de- 
gree we are responsible for it. and 
to what extent we can aid in alleviat- 
ing and healing it. 

At tlie outset it should he recog- 
nized that the world is an aggrega- 
tion of individuals, hence world con- 
ditions are but the composite product 
of the lives and mentalities of its 
people, and of their habits of thought, 
their ethics, their ambitions and their 
resultant conduct. 

Thus the character of human living 
is an essential factor in the world’s 
condition, and it follows that this can 
be improved only as the lives of its 
people are improved. It is this phase 
of the question to which we shall give 
especial mention by analyzing the 
Science of right living, together with 
the Principle and law involved, in or- 
der to see how these may be demon- 
strated in human activities. 

Recipe in the Bible 
St. Paul writes: 

"For the law of the Spirit of 
life in Christ Jesus hath made me 
free from the law of sin and 
death." — (Rom. 8:2.) 

The Bible contains many clear and 
definite statements of the healing law 
of the gospel in its relation to every 
form of evil thinking and wrong liv- 
ing. • 
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faith, and right thinking, can bring 
about a physical change. Yet this is 
what our Master’s teachings and his 
practice involve. 

It is evident that Christ Jesus con- 
sidered this healing work an indis- 
pensable factor of his ministry; in- 
deed he made it a test of Christian 
discipleship, for he said. "He that be- 
lieveth on me, the works that I do 
shall he do also;’’ a statement which 
clearly means that he who is a Chris- 
tian will he able to heal spiritually. 
Moreover, he made no distinction 
between the healing of sin and of dis- 
ease. He said, for example, to the 
impotent man whom he had healed of 
a serious physical condition, "Go and 
sin no more." unmistakably implying 
that the disease had been due to sin. 
and definitely stating that continued 
indulgence in sin will result in a 
worse form of disease. 

Healing Understood Spiritually 

Since, therefore, Christian healing 
is such an integral element of our 
Master’s Christianity and is thus 
essential to the demonstration of 
Christian living, it is important to un- 
derstand it. The Bible says that 
spiritual things must he spiritually 
discerned, and since Christian heal- 
ing is accomplished spiritually, no 
other means being used, it is evident 
that it can he explained, understood 
and demonstrated only spiritually, 
that is. from a spiritual basis. Physi- 
cal science and medical science can- 
not possibly explain the healing work 
done by Christ Jesus and by his im- 
mediate followers, nor by Cdiristian 
Scientists today, for these opposite 
methods have nothing whatever in 
common. 

Since all have been educated to look 
at things materially, and since it is 
impossible to understand Jesus’ teach- 
ings and works from that basis, it is 
evident that a new point of view must 
he obtained, apart from physics, in 
the realm of its opposite, divine meta- 
physics. for his healing work was all 
accomplished mentally. 

In gaining this new viewpoint it 
may be necessary to engage in a line 
of thought to which some have not 
been accustomed. Therefore I must 
ask such to be patient and indulgent 
while this new viewpoint is consid- 
ered. 

It is not, of course, the purpose here 
to attempt to prove that healing was 
accomplished by Jesus and by his 
disciples or that it is accomplished to- 
day by Christian Scientists, since this 
fact is already well established. The 
endeavor will be to explain away 
some of the diifieulties involved in 
accepting it and to show the possi- 
bility of healing the world’s miseries 
through spiritual means. 

Nature of Human Existence 

A moment’s thought will show us 
that mortals are conscious of* 
ence mentally, and only so. for every- 
thing that enters into their life, all 
activities and experiences, enters it 
mentally through some action of 
thought, for do they not think what 
they see, hear, feel, smell or taste? 
They are conscious only of mental 
impressions presenting thenfselves as 
mental concepts which are accepted 
as existence. Indeed, there is no evi- 
dence of existence apart from con- 
sciousness. Thus it is seen that hu- 
man existence is wholly mental. 

Furthermore, each person sees only 
his own concept. In other words, we 
experience mental impressions, tlie 
character of which is largely due to 
that of our own mentality, and these 
impressions are accepted as human ex- 
istence. Therefore, what is called tlie 
material universe is for each one of 
us hut a material concept o? the uni- 
ver. \ an individual impression of it. 
the way it appears through the five 
physical senses. And as it is never 
exactly tlie same with ally two per- 
sons, obviously tills material sense of 
the universe is not absolute, hut is 
relative, variable, impressionistic. 

Professor Einstein, in his theory of 
relativity, has proved through mathe- 
matical computation and physical ex- 
perimentation that the mass, or quan- 
tity of subtsance, of an object, is de- 
pendent upon its velocity, that the 
universe is conceptual, ami that we 
see all things from our own point of 
view, our own "frame of reference." 
as it is called mathematically. He 
claims, moreover, to have proved that 
time and space are purely relative, 
which means that they have no abso- 
lute existence. It is true that many 
agreements have been made in educa- 
tion, a yardstick, for example, is an 


accepted measure of length, hut the 
yardstick seems very different to a 
child from what It does to an adult. 

Physical Sense Testimony False 

Since the five physical senses play 
ho important a part in the formation 
of the so-called physical sense of ex- 
istence, it Is necessary to analyze 
them in order to determine whether 
they can be depended upon. In the 
case of sight, for example, if one 
looks down a straight railway track, 
the rails seem to converge, but this 
appearance is not true, for they are 
parallel. A large house seen in the 
distance appears to he a small house, 
but this again is not true. Such ex- 
amples prove that the sense of sight 
testifies falsely and requires correc- 
tions and explanations before Intel- 
ligent concepts can be formed. 

So also in the case of hearing, 
echoes and sounds in the distance are 
deceptive until they are explained and 
corrected. In the same way it is well 
known how often we have been and 
how easily we can be deceived 
through the other senses, the senses 
of touch, taste and smell. 

Now if a business man has five em- 
ployees whose daily reports he can- 
not accept without making many cor- 
rections and allowances, will he have 
implicit confidence in these employees 
in every other respect? Certainly not. 
for we know how hard it is ever to 
believe a person again who has mis- 
led us once. Then is it sensible or 
logical to have such implicit confi- 
dence in the testimony of the five 
physical senses when it is known that 
they testify falsely all the time? 
Should we not rather be eager for 
further corrections that we may not 
be deceived by them at all? 

It is very important to see that ihe 
five .physical, corporal, or personal 
senses cannot perceive truth; conse- 
quently, anything that is true. For 
example, suppose two persons to be 
looking at a mathematical computa- 
tion, one understands mathematics 
and the other does not. Would they 
both see the truth involved by simply 
looking at the physical figures with 
their physical eyes? Certainly not, 
for mathematical truth can he seen 
only through mathematical under- 
standing. and those who do not have 
this understanding cannot see this 
truth, no matter how long they may 
look at the figures. 

For the same reason, the five physi- 
cal senses cannot perceive absolute 
Truth. They cannpt, in other words, 
see God, Spirit, Mind, Soul. Love, — 
they certainly cannot see Principle, 
for Truth can he seen only through 
the understanding, spiritual under- 
standing. — a faculty entirely apart 
from physical sense. If. therefore, 
the five physical senses cannot see 
Truth, it follows conclusively that 
what they do see is not true. 

Mental Nature of Existence 

Those who have studied physics 
and chemistry have been taught that 
any material object may through me- 
chanical, chemical and electrical 
processes, he reduced to a form ot 
energy, — to infinitesimal units of elec- 
trical force vibrating with great 
velocity. Since then a material ob- 
ject is an aggregation of units of force, 
nothing else having entered into its 
composition, it must be simply force. 
Mrs. Eddy writes in her textbook: 
"Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures," (page 4S4), "Physical 
force and mortal mind are one."' 
Therefore, any material object is 
wholly mental. 

Those who have studied psychology 
and philosophy know that the only 
evidence of the existence of a ma- 
terial object is a mental concept. 
Thus' so-called material conscious- 
ness, experiences various mental im- 
pressions appearing as objectified 
mental concepts and these constitute 
what is known as material existence, 
there being no other evidence of this 
existence whatsoever. Thus we see 
that not only is such existence wholly 
mental, but also that everything that 
enters into it is mental and even that 
matter itself is but a mentul phen- 
omenon. 

It is very important to recognize 
this mental nature of mortal exist- 
ence. for otherwise it is impossible to 
understand the teachings of Christ 
Jesus, and especially his healing 
work. 

In the initial step thus far taken 
no reference has been made to the 
teachings of Christian Science, ex- 
cept the one brief quotation which has 
been introduced from Mrs. Eddy’s 
textbook. I have simply called your 
attention to, or reviewed, if you 
please, what is common knowledge, 
that is. what everybody knows or can 
know by going to school, by reading, 
and by thinking along the lines 
pointed out. It is true that I have 
correlated this knowledge in perhaps 
an unusual way, hut this has been 
done for the purpose of showing the 
mental nature of material existence, 
which anyone can convince himself 
of through simple human reasoning 
based upon common knowledge. 

Appreciating the difficulty involved 
and realizing that Christian healing is 
an essential element of our Master’s 
Christianity and is vital to the dem- 
onstration of Christian living, an en- 
deavor should be made to understand 
this particular question a little more 
clearly, especially from a spiritual 
viewpoint. Therefore, a few of what 
seem to be points of difficulty will 
now he considered, and some of the 
teachings of Christian Science intro- 
duced. 

Matter Not Substance 

First, the universal belief in matter 
ns substance, which hinders the ap- 
prehension of the unsubstantial na- 
ture of matter as taught in Christian 
Science, and which makes it so diffi- 
cult for many to accept Christian 
Science. This causes many to say 
that Christian Science may be very 
helpful for mental or nervous dis- 
eases, but cannot possibly he suc- 
cessful in organic or structural dis- 
eases. a position in which, of course, 

they are wrong. 

Now what is substance supposed to 
he? It is that of which things are 
made, that which gives them their 
being, their body, their structure, and 
so im. and that which prevents them 
from being destroyed. The diction- 
aries define substance as tlu: winch 
is substantial, that which has real, 
lasting, perpetual existence; that 
which is actual and not illusory, from 
which it follows that real substance 
must be that which is indestructible 
and permanent. Does matter come up 
to these specifications and require- 
ments? Is it not a fact that all ma- 
tt rial U>tng8 can be d< at i oyi d, and 
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if let alone, will they not naturally 
decay and disintegrate? Does this 
not prove that matter is not sub- 
stance, since it has no lasting, per- 
petual existence? 

I It was shown a moment ago that an 
apparently substantial material object 
could be reduced to a form of energy; 
though even this, it should be remem- 
bered, is mainly a theory. Then is 
such a material object actual or il- 
i lusory? Physical scientists them- 
selves do not know what constitutes 
a physical object; they can only 
theorize about it. Then if matter is 
not substance, what is? Is there any- 
thing that is indestructible and 
eternal? Yes, Truth. Take, by way 
of analogy, the mathematical idea 
that two and two make four. This is 
mathematically a true idea with real, 
lasting existence. Therefore, this 
idea is substantive, for the fact that 
two and two make four cannot be 
destroyed; its truth is its substance. 
It is also evident that truth is that 
; which makes things what they are. i 
gives them their being and prevents 
their being destroyed. Thus it is seen 
that truth is substance, and therefore 
wholly mental, and that eternal, in- 
destructible. real substance, is divine 
Truth, the divine actuality, the in- 
finite Being. Mrs. Eddy teaches that 
divine Truth is divine Spirit and that 
this Spirit, which is infinite, indestruc- 
tible, eternal, is real substance, the 
substance of which God made all 
, "that was made." is, in fact, that 
which constitutes all real being. It 
is this infinite, indestructible, divine 
substance of Spirit, Truth, wliich is 
counterfeited by the finite concept 
called matter, but which exists en- 
tirely apart from matter. 

Appearance Not Real 

Another point of interest lies in the 
finite, dimensional appearance of 
things, which certainly makes them 
seem very real. Let us look at this 
also from a mathematical angle. Take, 
for example, the mathematical idea or 
quantity, seven. This is a mathemati- 
cal value, everywhere present, in- 
destructible, as idea, wholly mental, 
involving no element of time or 
space, for it does not take any time 
for seven times one to make seven, 
and we can remain in one place and 
know and have all there is in mathe- 
matics. 

This mental idea, seven, is repre- 
sented to physical s^nse by means of 
_ a line called a figures even, which 
' obviously is not a seven at all. but is , 
merely an imperfect, unstable, physi-j 
' cal representation, an outward sym- 
bol of the idea seven, which gives no 
correct concept of the universal quan- 
titative value. Furthermore, what- 
ever may be done to the numeral, will 
not affect the idea, even if the numer- 
al is destroyed. 

! Now there is very nearly the same 
relationship between the finite, ma- 
terial concepts of the physical uni- 
verse and the infinite spiritual ideas 
of God's universe as there is between 
the figure seven and the idea seven. 

Mrs. Eddy has been much maligned 
because she has calleJ attention to 
this great fact. Yet we know that if 
we look at a man through a piece of 
bent glass we shall see a deformed 
man. and if we do not know any bet- 
ter. we shall think he is a deformed 
man; whereas, if we get a look at the 
man apart from the glass we shall see 
that he is a normal man. That is pre- 
cisely what Mrs. Eddy has done for 
us. She has shown us God as He is. 
also the real man and the real uni- 
verse. so that we can understand that 
the finite, distorted concepts obtained 
through the five physical senses are 
not real. 

Attention must he called to the fact 
that mathematics, the human concept 
of the science of numbers, is not 
'spiritual. It is here used simply as a 
stepping stone from the concrete to 
the abstract, to make it easier for 
some to reach the metaphysical. 

Matter Not Lite 

Still another point in the belief, or 
claim, which merely means the de- 
mand made upon us for belief, that 
there is life in matter and that life 
depends upon matter. I>et us exam- 
ine the question for a few moments. 
It is a fact that one of the fundamen- 
tal characteristics of real life is con- 
tinuity of existence. In the light of 
our analysis, can this be predicated of 
matter? Does it not appear that all 
material things begin, live for a span, 
die. decay, disintegrate? Is not this 
indeed the recognized routine or cycle 
of material living? Evidently this is 
not real living, but simply a repeated 
effort to live, a counterfeit living. 

If matter hail life, would it not 
sustain itself? Then since all that is 
material dies, decays, disintegrates.

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does this not prove that matter lias 
no life? If matter cannot sustain It- 
self. how cnn It sustain us? When 
we eat matter food, do we eat life? 
Do we not eat what is dead or dies? 
Then can we get life from Its oppo- 
site, death? Can we get light from Its 
opposite, darkness? Is It sensible, 
then, for it certainly is not logical, 
for us to depend upon matter for life 
when it lias no life to give us? Are 
we not leaning upon a broken reed 

lien we do so? The chemical action 
which results from the eating of ma- 
terial food, ami which produces a cer- 
tain electrical activity called physical 
life, is really not life at all. since it 
has no continuity of existence. Then 
if matter is not life, what is? 

God Is Life 

The Bible declares, and frequently 
implies, that God is our life. 'It also 
states that “Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God” J 
(Matt. 4:4). and Jesus said that he 
came “tlint they might have life, and 
that they might have # it more abun- 
dantly'' (John 10:10). Now what i3 
that life? Since God is. He is Truth 
and continues to be. What God cre- 
ates is. is true and continues to be 
Therefore, truth is continuity of being, 
and it follows that Truth is Life, and 
Life is Truth. Consequently real Life 
is divine Truth, the great I AM. im- 
mortal. infinite, conscious being, God. 

The Bible teaches further that God 
is the Creator; therefore He is Prin- 
ciple for Principle is basis, founda- 
tion, cause, origin, without which 
there can lie no existence. Principle 
is that which is, that which manifests 
itself as idea, the basis of all law and 
right action. Therefore Principle is 
absolute, self-existent, dependent sole- 
ly upon itself, independent of all else, 
unaffected by any modifying conditions 
or influences. Since God is Life, Life 
is Principle, and is absolute, depend- 
ing solely upon itself, upon its own 
immortal being, independent of all 
else and therefore unaffected by mat- 
ter or by any condition, state or be- 
lief of matter. 

Even as mathematical truth is not 
affected by anything which may be 
done to the figures, so the real life of 
man cannot lie disturbed by what may 
be done to Its material appearing or 
symbol. Life is therefore neither in 
matter, nor of matter. It is God’s 
very being and nothing else. 

The Bible declares through St. John 
that “God is Love,” therefore real Life 
is divine Love, and thus we see that 
there is but one infinite, eternal, di- 
vine Life which is indestructible 
Truth, absolute Principle, immortal 
Love. 

Beal Life Bases Bight Lhing 

Now which would we rather have if 
we were given the choice? The un- 
satisfactory. uncertain, mortal belief 
of life, or the perfect, divine, immortal 
Life? We really are given that choice, 
and we should never lose sight of this 
fact, for whether we believe it or not, 
God made man in His image and like- 
ness. therefore man reflects the di- 
vine Life, and we have only to awak- 
en to this truth to experience the 
blessings it involves. 

How then can we do this? Once 
more reasoning by analogy from 
mathematics, we know that when we 
think rightly of the multiplication 
table, that is to say, when we become 
conscious of its truth, then we know 
it, we reflect it and it is ours by re- 
flection; we have it because we know 
it. Similarly, when we think rightly 
of God, then we become conscious of 
divine truth, then we know divine 
Life, we reflect it. it is ours by re- 
flection; we have It. because we know 
it. What said Jesus. — "This is life 
eternal, that they might know thee, 
the only true God. and Jesus Christ 
whom thou hast sent.” Therefore, ac- 
cording to Jesus, knowing God is real 
living, and since Mrs. Eddy has made 
it possible for all to .know God aright 
and to know rightly His Son, Christ 
Jesus, we can begin here and now io 
have in us the spirit of Life which 
was in Christ Jesus, as St. Paul de- 
clares, a state of consciousness which 
is indeed needed so badly today. 

What a great change would take 
place in our lives, our homes, our 
business, if we were to begin to re- 
flect that divine Life and to live in 
obedience to Principle, doing right 
because it is right to do it, governed 
by Spirit, not matter, reflecting Love 
not hate, doing the healing works of 
the Master! Would it not make a 
great change in the whole world if 
all would just begin to have Life and 
to live it instead of believing that 
there is life in matter and depending 
upon it? Would it not eventually 
solve all the world’s problems? 

The Science of right living is, there- 
fore, based fundamentally upon the 
knowing of what real Life is and on 
the living of that Life. There is no 
other way of demonstrating Christian 
living. Mrs. Eddy has made it pos- 
sible for all to begin to do this and 
Christian Scientists testify gratefully 
to the fact t but they have begun to 
know that Life and have already ex- 
perienced great blessings therefrom, 
and they are rejoicing at its infinite 
possibilities and are daily striving for 
a higher spiritual understanding. 

The knowing of what real IJfe is 
has a very marked healing effect to 
which attention should here he called. 
Suppose, for example, a man were on 
a sick lied, having been given up by 
many physicians, pronounced incur- 
able, and with no further material 
remedies available, hopeless, helpless, 
despairing, gazing perhaps into the 
dark, dismal chasm of an uncertain 
beyond. Suppose now that someone 
were to bring to that man a glimpse 
of his real life, telling him of this one 
infinite, eternal, divine Life which is 
Truth, Principle, Spirit, Love, the 
Life which is the God-given Life of 
man and which matter cannot possibly 
take away from him. Might not -hat 
man begin to listen, and as ho listens 
would hu not turn away from belief 
in material dying to belief in spirit- 
ual living? Would not ills eyes bright- 
en as a consequence, the color return 
to liis cheeks, activity be resumed 
and the man be healed? Thousands 
have been healed in just that way, 
many of them while reading Mrs. 
Eddy's textbook, wherein she makes 
this point so very plain, and lays such 
stress upon it. 

Healing a Menial Process 

It was shown u moment ugo that 
human existence is wholly menlul and 


that the conditions of this existence 
depend largely upon the condition of 
consciousness. Does it not follow, 
then, that with a change of conscious- 
ness will come a change in the con- 
dition of existence? The body is just 
as mental as the rest of human exist- 
ence, and fear, anger, and other 
strong emotions produce very decided 
and apparent effects upon it. A mor- 
tal's selfhood, his consciousness of 
being, is obviously mental. There- 
fore, his body, which is the embodi- 
ment ancl extemalizution of his men- 
tality, is mental. 

Discordant conditions of the body 
are therefore due to discordant condi- 
tions of human sense, and it can be 
readily seen that, if t bo light of the 
ChriBt-truth is brought to bear upon 
the dark, despairing consciousness of 
a sick, sinning, dying mortal, it will 
illumine it, brighten it with the divine 
light and tint it with the divine hues 

a spiritual change which will he 
manifested as harmony of body as 
well as of mind. 

According to the Scriptural ac- 
counts, the healing wrought by the 
Master and his disciples, was accom- 
plished through mental or spiritual 
means alone, that is, through some 
action of right thought. Christian 
Science healing is brought about in 
the same way. In both, the healing 
Principle and law are recognized as 
mental, and we therefore need to con- 
sider briefly the nature of divine Mind 
and of true Mind-action. 

Christian Science teaches that Mind 
is much more than mere human 
thought; it includes the cause and 
manifestation of all true existence. 
Real Mind, infinite consciousness, is 
Die divine Being, which expresses true 
ideas and constitutes all reality; the 
intelligence and creative Principle and 
substance of the universe; the omni- 
present good; the basis of all mani- 
festation and right thought, the abso- 
lute Truth. Real thinking is there- 
fore the activity of real Mind. 

It is important, then, to distinguish 
between real Mind, which is infinite, 
immortal, spiritual, and which ex- 
presses itself in perfect, indestruc- 
tible, harmonious ideas, and the so- 
called mortal mind which includes the 
belief in matter, evil, limitation, dis- 
ease and death. This latter, there- 
fore. is not real Mind, but is a false 
concept of mind, and hence its suppo- 
sitional activity is not real thinking. 

Beal and l* ureal Creation 

The first chapter of Genesis gives 
an account of the creation in which 
God made all that was made and pro- 
nounced it “very good.” The second 
chapter gives an entirely different ac- 
count of creation based upon finite 
dust, a creation which is the result, as 
is stated therein, of the rising of a 
mist, and which is the exact opposite 
in every particular of the creation 
presented in the first record. As it Is 
evident that both of these accounts 
cannot be true, and since the first 
describes the complete, perfect, di- 
vine creation, it follows that the sec- 
ond must he false because if the orig- 
inal creation was complete there could 
be no place for a second one. 

The Bible relates that Adam fell 
into a deep sleep, but it does not say 
that he ever awakened, and Mrs. Eddy 
calls this second record the Adam- 
dream, and mortals the Adam-d ream- 
ers. This second record is based upon 
the belief that there is substance, 
truth and life in matter, a belief 
which, in our analysis, has been shown 
to be impossible. 

St. Paul called this material sense 
of existence the “carnal mind" and lie 
says that it “is enmity against God.” 
or, in other words, God’s opposite, His 
absence. Does not this show that in- 
finite God never created it, since He 
could not create His unlikeness. His 
» nemy, His absence? Good cannot 
create its opposite, or absence, evil. 
Therefore, the beliefs of the carnal 
mind have neither place, presence, nor 
power; any more than has the school- 
boy’s erroneous belief that two times 
two make live, which is simply a false 
concept, having no existence. 

Mrs. Eddy calls it mortal mind be- 
cause of the very evident mortal na- 
ture of everything included in it. and 
in order to distinguish it from the im- 
mortal. real, divine Mind. 

It follows then that the real uni- 
verse is the expression or manifesta- 
tion of the infinite, divine Mind and 
partakes of the spiritual nature and 
quality of this Mind. The real, di- 
vinely created man, the image and 
likeness of God as he is defined in 
the first chapter of Genesis, is the ex- 
pression of Miml, Spirit, Life, and 
Love, whom God pronounced good and 
to whom He gave dominion over the 

irtli. Mortal man, defined in the sec- 
ond chapter of Genesis as created out 
of the dust of the ground, is but a 
human corporeal concept of the mor- 
tal or carnal so-called mind. 

Bet elution Scientific 

Mrs. Eddy did not reach her con- 
clusion regarding the unreality of 
matter and the false nature of ma- 
terial existenc*, through human 
; reasoning, as \v<* attempted to do in 
i he beginning ot our analysis. This 
i knowledge came to her through 
; revelatiort. Sh<* saw that because 
, there is one infinity of Spirit there 
is no place for its counterfeit, matter, 
even though a false sense may at- 
j tempt to claim otherwise. Since there 
is one infinity of good, there is no 
place for its reversal, evil. Because 
there is one infinite, divine Mind, — one 
infinite, divine Life, — there can be no 
opposite, other tliun a false dremu 
sense. 

This divine actuality is the scien- 
tific, spiritual basis oil which all 
Christian Science healing is demon- 
I strated, and upon which Mrs. Eddy 
established her Church and her Cause, 
j The Scriptures, spiritually under- 
stood, reveal this truth, but Mrs. Eddy 
first stated it in scientific and meta 


! physical terms which, when under- 
I stood, make it possible for anyone to 
j begin to demonstrate it. 

Consequently a very sharp line 
must be drawn between what God 
made and what he did m>t make, be- 
tween tlie infinite, divine actuality 


iml the finite, human seeming; in 


other words, between the real and the 
I unreal. Unless this differentution Is 
‘dearly made, thought is not spiritual, 
for Spirit is Truth, and wo cannot 
think spiritually unless we know 
Truth. 

Healing u Corrective Process 
Thus it is seen that Christian 
Science healing is fundamentally a 
corrective process wherein the falsity 
of discordant material conditions hu- 
coiuc.s evident from the Imsis of abso- 
lute Truth. It involves knowing di- 


vine Truth, recognizing human error 
and applying Truth to the error, 
which brings about a change in con- 
sciousness; right concepts are estab- 
lished in the place of wrong con- 
cepts. anil harmony is externalized. 
Knowing that sin is not real and that 
God’s man has no sinful appetites and 
is not the slave of passion nor the 
victim of vice, but that man is the 
idea of God, reflecting divine Love 
and governed by divine Principle, — 
this heals the sinner. 

It is helpful to know that error has 
no location, a fact which may bo il- 
lustrated by recognizing that two and 
two do not make flve anywhere. Also 
that we can never know error; — we 
can never know, for instance, that two 
and two make five; we can only be- 
lieve that they do. We can know only 
Truth. If. therefore, we become con- 
scious of Truth, the error naturally 
disappears. 

Denial of Matter Essential 

It is an obvious fact that no pne 
can be sick, miserable, sinning or dy- 
ing were it not for the belief in mat- 
ter. Hence, the great need of awak- 
ening from the illusion in order to be 
freed from the false bondage, a bond- 
age never imposed by divine author- 
ity, for the second record of creation 
is false. Mrs. Eddy requires the First 
Readers in all Christian Science 
churches and societies to read from 
her textbook at each Sunday service, 
her scientific statement of being which 
says, “There is no life, truth, intelli- 
gence, nor substance in matter. All is 
iitflnite Mind and its infinite manifes- 
I tation, for God is All-in-all. Spirit 
I is immortal Truth; matter is mortal 
I error. Spirit is the real and eter- 
| nal ; matter is the unreal and tem- 
poral. Spirit is God, and man is His 
i image and likeness. Therefore man 
I is not material; he is spiritual.’’ 
(Science and Health, page 468.) This 
is a requirement which constitutes a 
very timely reminder, and one which 
should he kept in mind always. It 
should be recognized that this scien- 
tific statement of being is not a mere 
theory or invention of Mrs. Eddy’s, 
but is a spiritual, scientific revelation 
of divine Truth. 

In one of my later interviews with 
Mrs. Eddy, she emphasized strongly 
the need of recognizing the mesmeric 
nature of matter. This has moved 
me to include an analysis of the sub- 
ject in all my lectures, and hi calling 
your attention emphatically to this 
subject, I feel that I am carrying 
out her wishes. We need to see that 
this belief in matter is the veil of the 
flesh which hides spiritual reality, and 
which must be rent before spiritual 
truth can he rightly seen and spiritual 
healing demonstrated. 

H liman Consciousness 

It can now be seen that all aches 
and pains and misery are really not 
material at all, hut are merely false 
mental phenomena which have their 
seeming existence in the human con- 
sciousness, as Mrs. Eddy calls it. 
Hence it is here that they must be 
healed by applying the trut'h. Any- 
one can begin here and now to think 
what is right, true and good, and thus 
to neutralize the wrong. Mrs. Eddy 
has revealed absolute Truth and good. 
It is, therefore, possible at any rime 
to detect what is not true and not 
good by comparing it with her divine 
standard. Then the truth can be ap- 
plied to the error, to neutralize it and 
cast it out. and thereby gradually will 
he accomplished what St. Paul indi- 
cates when he says, “put off the old 
man with his deeds,” which means the 
Adam-man, the dust-man, the dream- 
man. the man typifling the false be- 
lief that there is life, truth, intelli- 
gence and substance in matter. Then, 
and not until then, can be put on the 
"new man,” the real divinely created 
man, the image and likeness of Mind, 
Spirit, Love, by knowing the truth 
about this man. Thus we can begin 
now, to be transformed by the renew- 
ing of our mind, as St. Paul puts it, 
that is, by the renewing of our human 
consciousness. 

This is the state of consciousness 
to which Jesus appealed in his teach- 
< ing and healing, wherein reformation 
anil regeneration take place, where 
good can be brought to bear upon evil 
to destroy it, and where Truth can 
meet error and correct it. 

When a man seems to lie “down and 
out” he is as though he were in a 
deep, dark hole. If we speak to him 
and tell him how beautiful it is ubove 
we may catch ills ear, but unless we 
appeal to him 'in a way that reaches 
his human sense he is likely to re- 
main in a hopeless state of mind, not 
believing that he can ever get out. 
What that man needs is a ladder 
which will reach down to his grasp, 
that is. something which he can get 
| hold of, and by means of which lie 
can climb out. This saving power is 
the Christ, the divine Truth coming to 
the human consciousness through 
Christian Science, with which anyone 
can begin to work out his salvation, 
his deliverance from evil. 

When finally all evil is destroyed in 
us through the presence of divine 
Truth and good, we shall have at- 
( tallied the real divine consciousness 
of the real man, we shall have worked 
I out our salvation through Christ, for 
I we shall have overcome all evil, and 
we shall have demonstrated cur at- 
I one-ment, our unity with the Father. 

Mrs. Eddy writes: 

“. . . sin and disease lose their 

reality in .human consciousness and 
disappear as naturally and as neces- 
sarily as darkness gives place to light 
and sin to reformation. Now, as then, 
these mighty works are not super- 
natural, but supremely natural. They 
are the sign of Immanuel, or ‘God 
with us,’ — a divine influence ever 
present in human consciousness . . .” 
(Science and Health, page xi.) 

Think of it! A divine influence al- 
ways present, which makes it possible 
to be healed and saved, by the appear- 
ing or the Christ, Truth, in conscious- 
ness, there developing spiritual under- 
standing, through right knowing and 
right living. Tlius it is the Christ 
which awakens us from the Adum- 
dreum in this present state of exist- 
ence. 

Mui v Baker Eddy 

Is it any wonder tliut Christian 
Scientists love Mrs. Eddy as thuy do 
and are so grateful to her, not only 
for her great discovery, but because 
situ bus made it possible for them to 
begin to demonstrate its truth , to be- 
gin to understand Jesus’ teachings and 
to experience his promises? Her up- 
lifted human coneiousness was so 
closely allied to God through simple 
goodness tliut site was enabled to per- 
ceive the divine idea, — the nature of 
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spiritual being, — and this vision of 
perfect God, perfect man, perfect be- 
ing, made her the discoverer of this 
hitherto unknown Science underlying 
all true existence. Her one great ob- 
jective through many years was to 
know God, to llnff the infinite source 
of good, to understand the true nature 
of being, that healing might come to 
burden-hearing humanity. Her single- 
mindedness, untempted by the world, 
undismayed by the weakness of the 
flesh, undaunted by the enmity of 
evil, held her true to her ideal, and 
brought her to the longed-for goal, 
the demonstrable working under- 
standing of the Christ-method, with 
unmistakable signs following. 

The marvel of these modern times 
is not the phenomenal rapidity and 
variety of material development, but 
the spiritual appearing to the trans- 
parent thought of one pure-minded 
woman, of the Christ, Truth, reveal- 
ing the universe of infinite Mind and 
its ever-present reflection. 

Christian Scientists recognize Mrs. 
Eddy as the discoverer and founder 
of Christian Science because of her 
preparedness and because they have 
been able to demonstrate the truth of 
her teachings. This latter fact is a 
very important point, because anyone 
can prove its truth for himself. When 
a schoolboy proves that ten times ten 
is one hundred he virtually proves 
that a thousand times a thousand is 
a million, although tlfo latter quan- 
tity may lie beyond his mental grasp. 
So Christian Scientists in demonstrat- 
ing simple fundamentals prove the 
truth of Mrs. Eddy’s entire revelation. 
In what an unfortunate position then 
is a person who declares that the 
teachings of Christian Science are not 
true, when he himself could prove 
that they are true, if he only would. 

Because Mrs. Eddy lias revealed the 
wonders of infinite Truth, Christian 
Scientists recognize the fact that Mie 
must have understood divine Mind, 
God, in a trunscendant degree, and 
hence was far more capable than any- 
one else of declaring what should be 
done with her Church and her Cause. 
They are eager, therefore, or should 
be, to know what she teaches and 
advises in order that they may be 
benefited by the wisdom of her supe- 
rior spiritual understanding, an un-j 
derstanding which is so evidently far 
above their own.

them, and make accurate differentia- 
tion between the human and divine 
meanings; then they invariably re- 
ceive a scientific, spiritual thought 
which will be a satisfying one to them 
if they are honest, if they are really 
seeking the revelation. 

Do we not see then, why Christian 
Science is truly the Science of right 
living? It involves the knowing of 
divine Truth which is the Principle 
of right living, tne recognition of the 
deceptive character of matter and evil, 
the cause of wrong living, and the 
operation of the divine healing law, 
t lie law of the Spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus, the law of divine Principle, 
which makes the healing of all evil 
tendency possible, and bestows the 


blessing resulting from Christian 
living. 

“Finally, brethren, whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are 
just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, 
whatsoever things are of good re- 
port; if there he any virtue, and 
if there he any praise, think on 
these things.” (Phil. 4:8.)

JOURNAL PRINTED BY INDIANS 


Cherokees Once Had a Newspaper 
That May Be Said to Have Be- 
come a Power. « 

The Cherokee Indlnns, when still oc- 
cupylng whnt now i- tin* state of Geor* 
gin, published a*new*paper hi thelrna* 
live tongue in 1828. One of their trib<*. 
Sequoyah by mime. In 1823 designed 
80 characters that were to represent 
the Cherokee language In print. Th»* 
national committee and council of the 
tribe meeting at New Echotn, the enp- 
itnl of their nation. In 1820, voted a 
fund to buy type, a press nnd the nec- 
essary equipment. The pnper was 
known ns the Cherokee Phoenix. Half 
of It was printed In Cherokee nnd half 
In English. Hundreds of full-blood In- 
dians who otherwise would have re- 
mained Illiterate all their lives, were 
thus enabled to read after mastering 
the alphabet. These Indians became 
subscribers of the paper, ns did mem- 
bers of neighboring states, nnd the pa- 
per became n power. 

The Phoenix was “known In Eu- 
rope.” nnd among other famous pa- 
pers that asked to he placed on the 
exchange list was the London Times. 
The paper was In operation for about 
five years, and was harassed wh* f n tlie 
movement having for its object the re- 
moval of the Cherokee Indians west- 
ward wns at its height. It suspended 
publication when the Georgia state 
legislature forbid a white man to live 
among the Cherokees. 

The honor of becoming the first In- 
dian editor fell to Elias Boudinot, a 
native-born citizen of tlie nntion.

DRAW ON AFRICAN FORESTS 

Plan on Foot to Increase World’s Sup- 
ply of Wood From That Source 
Going Forward. 

A reinforcement for the world de- 
mand for lumber is preparing in Brit- 
ish East Africa, where there are be- 
tween 2.000,000 and *.000,000 acres of 
woodland to draw upon, and a new in- 
dustry, very infantile at present, is ex- 
pected to grow so rapidly that the gov- 
ernment Is now considering plans to 
Improve the harbor facilities for ex- 
porting the forests. The best wood is 
suitable for wheel makers nnd wagon 
builders and the making of wood block 
paving, railway sleepers, bridges, ox 
yokes, and nx, pick and too] handles. 
It also makes good flooring and lining 
boards. The builder, however, must 
needs he of a patient disposition If he 
postpones building until these British 
East African woods are available. 
Meantime there are new. sounds in 
some of the African forests, the 
rhythm of the woodsman’s ax. the buzz 
of the sawmill, nnd the puffing of un- 
dersized locomotives on the narrow 
gauge tracks that are penetrating 
from the main line of railway into the 
woodlands. And many a workman, no 
doubt, will some day work with tools 
whose handles grew in an African for- 
est.

Mayor Curley is merely seeking: to 
transfer from the car rider to the tax 
payer, the excess cost of the service 
over the five cent fare. Don't be de- 
ceived by demagogues who insult the 
intelligence of our people by advocat- 
ing such a policy as this. There is just 
•is much reason why city water should 
be sold at less than cost as for trans- 
portation on the Elevated to be sold 
for less than cost.

Believes Eternal Bliss to Be His If 
He Meets Death While Killing 
Christians. 

Tile psychology of .Molmmiiiodnnlsin 
Is incomprehensible to persons reared 
In the atmosphere and teachings of 
American Christianity. With us the 
separation of church and state Is as 
much a matter of course as the air we 
breathe. With us suicide Is i’.imoral 
and the killing of an unbeliever is a 
crime punishable with death. The Mo- 
hammedan has no conception of ecclesi- 
astical and stau* law. There Is only 
one law. the Koran ; and while in fact 
the priest and the ruler may be dif- 
ferent persons, they are different only 
In a functional way. like a Judge and 
an executive in our government. The 
spiritual ruler Is also temporal ruler, 
as was Mohammed in his day. The 
killing of Christians is a virtue that 
merits everlasting bll^s in paradise. 
The martyrs of the early Christian 
church burned with no more consum- 
ing ardor than the humble, Ignorant 
Mohammedan peasants who swear be- 
fore the priest that they will go forth 
and devote their lives to killing Chris- 
tians. Mohammedans who have sworn 
to kill Christians ure called in the 
Philippines juramentados, from the 
Spanish, meaning m;e who has sworn 
or taken an oath. Up to a decade ngo 
it was no uncommon occurrence in 
Jolo for a More fanatic to conceal his 
bolo knife, or kris, in a basket of 
fruit until he had passed the guard 
at the gate of the walled town, then 
draw his blade and cut right and left, 
killing man, woman or child, with 
perfect impartiality, until a bullet from 
the guard stopped his advance. It was 
this indomitable will to kill that gave 
the Christian Filipino his mortal fear 
of the Morn in times past. — O. Garfield 
Jones, in Asia.

HAVE TO WAIT TO UNLOAD 

Shipping Congestion at London Docks 
Said to Be of an Extraordinary 
Cha*acte'r. 

A writer to the London Times de- 
scribes the Victoria and Albert docks 
at Tilbury as being ‘‘crowded to their 
fullest capacity with big ships,” many 
of which “look absolutely dead for the 
simple reason that they can not he un- 
loaded because there is nowhere to 
put their cargoes.” Of ships carrying 
Australian meat it is said to be “a 
common tiling to watt anything lip to a 
month for a berth and to lie another 
month tied up against the wharf, un- 
loading ami reloading.” Inefficiency of 
labor is in a large degree responsible, 
for the average discharging output per 
shift of Iff men in a nine-hour day has 
been reduced from 100 to Off tons. The 
cause is partly the loss of many good 
men in the war, partly loafing on the 
job to make work for as many men as 
possible. Congestion of the ports is 
attributed to state control over essen- 
tial Imports, to stale control over rail- 
roads, and to reduction of the hours of 
labor. By these means the carrying 
power of ships has been reduced at 
least 30 per cent below pre-war stand- 
ards. 


Rea 1 Neighborliness. 

An interesting experiment in neigh- 
borliness has been carried on for near- 
ly a year in a part of Toledo which Is 
populated almost exclusively by Polish 
immigrants and their descendants. The 
Polish Business Men’s club of the dis- 
trict conceived the Idea that the needy 
Polish families in the community 
should be taken care of in a neighbor- 
ly way, rather than by charity organi- 
zations.

Immunity From Whooping Cough. 

j Dr. T. Luzzati of Rome was called 
j to three different houses, in each of 
I which a child had begun to cough. In 
i each ease lie suspected that it might 
i be whooping cough; therefore, as a 
precaution, he vaccinated all the broth- 
ers and sisters with an anti-whooping- 
serum. Ten days later his suspicion 
was confirmed by the typical whoop, 
but in no case did one* of the other 
children catch the disease, though no 
attempt at isolation was made. 

In reporting this to Policlinics 
(Rome) Doctor Luzzati says he has 
found no benefit from vaccination once 
the disease has become pronounced. 


Curing Intolerance of Milk. 

Dr. Geuegrier reports to the French 
Pediatrics society that a newly horn 
infant which could not take milk in 
any form was cured by three subcu- 
taneous Injections, one every other 
day, of 8, Id arid 30 minims of steril- 
ized cow’s milk. The third Injection 
was followed by violent vomiting and 
rigors, but from this moment tlm Imby 
tolerated milk by the mouth in pro- 
gressive doses, beginning with five and 
ending with 350 grams a day. 

National Amenities. 

England will return to the state of 
Kentucky a Hag which was captured 
from Kentucky volunteers at tin* bat- 
tle of the Thames in Michigan in the 
war of 1812. The Kentucky legisla- 
ture has appropriated money to send 
to England a commissioner who will 
bring back the Hag.

FOOL THE CUSTOMS OFFICERS 

Canadian and Maine Farmers Said to 
Have Ingenious Systems of 
Smuggling Devices. 

Entirely aside from questions of 
tariff reform, reciprocity and free- 
trade with Canada would help to put 
an end to the constant latvbreaklng 
that goes on along the border.- It Is 
estimated that eight thousand persons 
are engaged in smuggling goods across 
the line. 

0*ne instance has been reported in 
which a party of schoolboys coasting 
in an old pung down a hill that slopes 
across the boundary, apparently for 
fun, brought with them at every trip 
a chest of tea, until fifty chests had 
been smuggled Into Mnine, contrary 
to law. 

Again, an “aqueduct” of small lead 
pipe, half a mile long, was secretly 
laid from a tavern in the Dominion to 
n public house on tlie other side of 
the line, through which hundreds of 
barrels of gin and other liquors were 
pumped. Nor are such “aqueducts” 
always restricted to liquors. A wood- 
en spout was used for years to convey 
oats across the boundary. 

The lawbreakers were a New Bruns- 
wick farmer named Cudley and a 
neighbor across the line named Arm- 
strong. Armstrong raised about six 
hundred bushels of oats on his farm 
and sold ten times that quantity to 
the lumber camps. The customs offi- 
cers watched his premises and 
searched them at times, hut were nev- 
er able to discover anything wrong 
until after lie moved away, when they 
found a square spout, made of boards 
and buried under tlie Snow and piles 
of brush, which extended from Cud- 
ley’s ham to a bin in the Maine man’s 
granary. Inside tills conduit wns a 
long bolt provided with tin cups and 
attached to a winch that could be 
turned by a crank in Cudley’s barn.

ENGAGED IN SPLENDID WORK 


New York School Devoted to the Task 
of Making Cripples and Unfortu- 
nates Self-Supporting. 

From his association with the late 
Rev. H. Boswell Bates.* founder of the 
Neighborhood house, George A. Mer- 
ritt learned how little was being done 
to make cripples self-supporting and 
how common, almost universal, was 
the belief that owing to various afflic- 
tions these unhappy ones must always 
he a burden on others. This was not 
his belief, and so strong did he hold 
nil opposite conviction that, with the 
aid of a few charitable persons whom 
lie inspired with it. lie founded the 
Until school at GO West Twenty-Fifth 
street. New York, in order to tench 
cripples commercial and railroad teleg- 
raphy and thus give to them that 
greatest boon, a means of livelihood. 
This school Is still young, but it lias 
already proved itself many times over. 
It trains legless, armless, and de- 
formed persons, but especially tlie 
young who are thus afflicted, either in 
the course laid out by tlie school or in 
some other line most suitable to indi- 
vidual cases. It is free to all. non-sec- 
tarian. and it lias already in its short 
life lifted nearly 50 poor creatures 
.from a state of dependence, or even 
penury, to positions where by honest 
labor they earn from S12 to $1S per 
week and have the joy that comes 
from self-support. 


“Isle of Artists.”

Under the Academy of Milan 
villas are to he built for artists and 
the place will he transformed into a 
little capital for promoting the fine and 
industrial arts in tlie Italian lakes dis- 
trict. — Chicago Daily News.

Among the helpful agencies which 
have as their object the conserving of 
the people's money in some definite, 
regular way, the co-operative bank 
stands closest to the people as it not 
only constitutes a systematic form of 
saving, but provides a method for ob- 
taining a home at the same time. 

In a large sense no agency for sav- 
ing could be more significant or con- 
structive than a co-operative bank, be- 
cause the home is. after all, the bul- 
wark of society and the safeguard of 
civilization. The very realization of 
the individual ownership of a home 
has been an uplifting force for the 
whole race. 

To make the average wage-earner 
wait until he had accumulated enough 
money to build a home, or to buy one. 
was a hardship, because it took a very 
long time, and the saver was thus de- 
prived of many years of comfort and 
convenience. It was to remedy this 
situation that the co-operative bank 
came into existence, primarily as a co- 
operative plan which should enable the 
people, by the pooling of their savings, 
to borrow money for a home on easy 
terms and enjoy the benefits of the 
home while they were paying for it. 
The real purpose of these hanks is 
therefore to enable people to obtain 
homes in the simplest, cheapest and 
easiest way. 

A Form of Savings Hank 

The co-operative bank is simply a 
form of savings bank, controlled, 
owned and operated by the people. 
There is perhaps no better definition 
of it than is embodied in the banking 
laws of the State of New York, which 
reads as follows, “The object and pur- 
pose of such an association shall be to 
encourage industry, frugality, home 
building and saving among its mem- 
bers. the accumulation of savings, the 
loaning of such accumulations to its 
members, and the repayment to each 
member of his savings when they have 
accumulated to a certain sum, or at 
any time when he shall desire the 
same, or the association shall desire to 
repay the same." 

How Their Capital Is Acquired 

The capital of these banks, that is 
the money they have to loan, consists 
of the accumulated savings of the 
members, which is divided into shares 
whose value, in this State, amounts to 
two hundred dollars. This value is 
known as the maturing value, which 
simply means that each share runs for 
a certain period (for about twelve 
years) until it matures, reaches its full 
value, or is worth a specified amount 
I which is. of course, the sum of the 
monthly installments paid on it and 
I the dividends they earn. Then the 
i s hare is matured and the owner may 
j leave it as a continuing investment 
; upon which no further monthly pay- 
ments are required. 

These shares are issued in series — 
! that is every time a dividend is d«- 
clared a new group of people are per- 
mitted to buy shares, open an account, 
and begin to accumulate their savings 
j from that time on. Many of these 
! hanks now issue shares every three 
! months so one can start at most anv 
time. 

A member may buy any number of 
shares from one up to forty, he then 
| begins to pay in monthly installments 
of one dollar for each share he has 
bought. These payments are called 
dues and if they are not paid regular- 
ly on or before a certain time each 
month, called “bank-day,” a fine of

STREET ( Alt ACCIDENT 


Five persons were injured in the col- 
lision of a Boston & Worcester trolley 
car and a heavy motor truck on Boyl- 
ston street, Chestnut Hill, about 150 
yards from the Brookline boundary, 
Wednesday noon. Of the injured the 
most seriously hurt was the motor- 
man of the car, whose chest wasi 
crushed. 

Both the car and truck were run- 
ning toward Boston. The automobile 
is owned by Dennis Driscoll, a Brook- 
line contractor, and with its load of 
sand weighed twelve tons. The driv- 
er was William Quimby of Arborway, 
Jamaica Plain. It is customary for 
motor vehicles running in either di- 
rection to use the northerly side of 
Boylston street, until the Chestnut Hill 
transfer station is reached, but be- 
cause of excavating, drivers, for the 
past few days, have been forced to cut 
across the car tracks to the other side 
before reaching the station when they 
are driving toward Boston. 

Quimby turned his truck and was 
crossing the tracks at an angle when 
he heard the whistle of the car and 
felt the impact of the collision. As 
the truck tilted he got from behind 
the steering wheel and jumped, escap- 
ing injury. The truck was carried 
twenty-five feet and overturned, while 
the shock derailed the heavy inter- 
urban street car. There were more 
than a dozen passengers, including 
several women. Many of the windows 
on one side of the car were broken, 
while the forward vestibule was 
smashed. 

The motorman, Oscar Moody of 
Hartford street, Framingham, asked 
to be taken home, although badly 
hurt. John Collins, the conductor, 
escaped injury. A member of the 
State constabulary converted his 
motorcycle into an ambulance and 
conveyed Mrs. James W. Weeks of 
Oak street, Wellesley Hills, to the 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital. She 
was unable to walk. Mrs. Victoria 
Douglas of Abbott Park. Wellesley 
Hills, was taken to the Newton Hos- 
pital by the police and was treated 
for injuries to her back. Mrs. Palmer 
of Framingham was another of the 
injured.

What can u man hope for who en- 
ters the government service us a 
career? Let us look at some uctual 
cases. Here is the story of one as 
told by E. J. Ayers, chief clerk, De- 
partment of the Interior. He cites it 
as a case similar to that of many oth- 
ers in his department, and says there 
ure many others who are In worse cir- 
cumstances : 

“The records of our department 
show that he entered the service as a 
luborer at $GOO a year, after a service 
of three and a half years in the Uni- 
ted States navy as a first-class fire- 
man, with an honorable discharge. He 
has been with us for more than thirty- 
three years, and is sixty-six years 
old, and has given more than half his 
life to the service of the government. 

“He owns a little property three 
miles beyond the Chesapeake Junc- 
tion, and he gets up early in the morn- 
ing, before daylight, and comes in to 
work and goes out after dark at night. 
Today lie is getting $840 a year. He 
has raised a family of nine children — 
three of whom are now dead — eight 
boys und one daughter. His elder 
sons are married and have established 
homes of their own. Two of his sons 
were in the military service in France, 
and his daughter, twelve years old, 
lives with her grandmother, where he 
is supporting, educating and clothing 
iter. 

“He is a white man, a very intelli- 
gent man, eminently qualified for this 
particular line of work. His wife is 
dead. He is his own housekeeper und 
lie does the cooking and the washing 
and the ironing. 

“His home was established in its 
present locution’ because it was not 
thought practicable to raise a family 
in the district, and lie bought a piece 
of property in Prince George’s coun- 
ty three miles beyond the railroad 
terminal, which distance, as I said, lie 
walks twice a day, leaving in the morn- 
ing most of the year before daylight, 
and returning home by dark. This 
small place consists of a shack und a 
few acres of land on which he has a 
mortgage of $1,000, and you can judge 
that lie enjoys no conveniences other 
than the small house, which protects 
him from the elements. 

“The house Is divided into four 
rooms, the partitions being of paper 
tacked to the framework, there being 
no laths or plaster. 

“The small stove standing in the 
center of the room he lias used for 
more than twenty years, and the pot 
on the stove contains his Sunday din- 
ner, which he has prepared for him- 
self. consisting of white navy beuns 
and fatback. These beans are now 
costing him twenty-five to thirty cents 
a quart, and the futback costs him 
forty cents a pound. It could have 
been purchased a few years ago for 
seventeen cents a pound, und the beuns 
for ten cents. He does not get any 
fresh meat because lie cuuuot afford 
to buy It. 

“To my mind it seems a pity that 
the United States government should 
employ men of that type, or any other 
type for that matter, and not give 
them enough to live on decently. It 
is particularly a pity in tills case be- 
cause lie Is •somewhat superior to 
many of tlie employees. He has 
stayed with us as a matter of faithful- 
ness to the government, and lias 
stayed with us when lie could make 
more in one week outside of tlte gov- 
ernment than we pay him for one 
month. 

“Others have left us, lint Instances 
of that kind have been very few. At 
one time I had in our auditorium our 
employees and I made an appeal to 
them to stand by us during the war 
period, und there were more than 300 
of them present, and they all of one 
accord assured us that they would 
stand by us und would give us the 
benefit of their Inbor in our depart- 
ment during the war period, notwith- 
standing the fuct that the price for 
labor outside was a great deal more.” 

This curious pride in their work and 
loyalty to the government and the 
government service was a tiling that 
cropped up in the most unexpected 
pluces. 

As one employee put it: “I think you 
will find that every service seems to 
be quite proud of its work. I know 
you will find it in our service as far 
us compensation and such as tiiat are 
concerned. The pay in this office is 
small, but that element, that feeling 
in a niun’s mind that he is really help- 
ing to accomplish good work and 
helping this government to function 
well, is really part of it. 1 find in all 
uiy talks with employees that they 
really feel proud of their work, and 
thut pride is really whut gets things 
done. I think that is true everywhere 
in the whole service, and particularly 
throughout the executive depart- 
ments.” 

Thut is curiously true, and it is one 
of the reasons, possibly the chief rea- 
son, why men stay on in the depart- 
ments yeur ufter > u nr ut a low rute 
of pay and not much possibility of 
promotion. 
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READ LANE’S DIAGNOSIS 

In lil.s final report to the President, 
upon completing lii.s work us secre- 
tary of the interior, Franklin K. Lane 
sketched with a sure hund out of the 
abundance of ids experience the pres- 
ent Washington condition : 

Thu call la for thinking, planning, engi- 
neering, statesmanship. For we are quick- 
ly passing out of the rough-and-ready 
period of our optional life, In which we 
have dealt wholesale with men and 
things, into a period of more Intensive 
development, in which we must seek to 
lirul the special qualities of the individual 
unit, whether that unit be an acre of 
desert, a barrel of oil, a mountain 
canyon, the Mow of a river or the capac- 
ity of tlie humblest of men. 

“To conquer and to master— the same 
old task Is ours; but not in the same old 
way. We have discovered tills land and 
made it ours, but this is not tlie end 
of our Journey, for now we ure to give 
thought, the deepest thought, to tlie ways 
in which it may be made to yield most 
abundantly in the things which a com- 
plex society with a most imperious curi- 
osity demands. 

Washington is a combination of politi- 
cal caucus, drawing-room and civil serv- 
ice bureaus. It contains statesmen who 
are politicians and politicians who are 
not statesmen. It is rich in brains and 
In character. It is honest beyond any 
commercial standard. It wishes to do 
everything that will promote the public 
good. Hut it is poorly organized for the 
task that belongs to it. Fewer men of 
larger tapacity would do the task better. 

Ability is not lacking, but it is pressed 
to the point of paralysis because of an 
infinitude of details and an unwillingness 
on the part of the great body of public 
servants to take responsibility. Every- 
one seems to be afraid of everyone. The 
self-protective sense is developed abnor- 
mally, the creative sense atrophies. Trust, 
confidence, enthusiasm— these simple vir- 
tues of all great business ure tlie ones 
most lacking in government organization. 

We have so many checks and brakes 
upon our work that our progress does 
not keep pace with the nation's require- 
ments. We could save money lor the 
government If we had more discretion as 
to how we should use that given us. 

For the body of the civil servants there 
should be quicker promotion or discharge 
and a sure insurance wiien disability 
comes. For the liigner administrative 
otfi. ers there should be salaries twice us 
higli as those now given, and tli ■> should 
be made to feel thut they are the ones 
responsible for tlie work of the depart- 
ment, the head being merely an adviser 
and a constructor of policies. 

As matters are now devised there are 
too few In the government whose busi- 
ness it is to plan. Lvery man is held to 
detail, to tiie narrower view, which comes 
too often to be the department view or 
sonic sort of parochial \ i. \\ . We need 
for the day that is here and upon us 
men who have little to do but study tlie 
problems of tlie time and test their ca- 
pacity at meeting them. In a word, we 
need more opportunity for planning, en- 
gineering, statesmanship above, and more 
flxt.l authority and responsibility below. 

The employment methods of the gov- 
ernment could be improved. Under 
the civil service law of 18S3 a good 
system of competitive examinations 
and appointments on merit has been 
built up for the classes of positions 
covered by the law. But beyond cer- 
tification by the civil service commis- 
sion for appointment of those appli- 
cants who are proved by examination 
to lie eligible, the merit system is not 
fully operative even in connection with 
tlte positions to which it applies. Hap- 
hazard practices in assignments of 
work and in promotions, over which 
no central authority has jurisdiction, 
have brought about inequalities which 
are discouraging to the workers. This 
condition and tlte relatively low sal- 
aries paid by tin* government cause 
a "turnover” in government forces 
t bat could not long be withstood by 
a private business. 

The readjustment of government 
salaries in tlie District of Columbia 
lias recently received the attention 
of tlie joint commissi. m oil reclassifi- 
cation of salaries, which was author- 
ized by a provision in the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation 
act approved March 1. 1019. The re- 
port of this commission is now in tlie 
hands of congress and its fate remains 
to lie seen. The report represents 
many months of work and an effort to 
present data which will enable con- 
gress to understand conditions as they 
exist. 

The present civil service law was 
enacted to correct tin* evils of the 
“spoils system” which had become in- 
tolerable. That the plan provided by 
the law, that of appointments through 
competitive examinations for certain 
positions, has been u vast improve- 
ment over the old patronage method 
is generally conceded; hut the law 
failed to be u completely effective In- 
strument by not providing for tlie ap- 
plication of the merit system to tlie 
more responsible and. therefore, the 
more remunerative positions. 

The administrative offices, aside 
from tlie cabinet, which do not come 
within tlie scope of tlie civil service 
law, are postmasters at otfices of the 
first, second and third classes, col- 
lectors of Internal revenue, collectors 
of customs; registers, receivers, und 
surveyors general o( th^, land office; 
assistant treasurers, surveyors, special 
examiners, appraisers and naval olll- 
cers la the customs service; super- 
intendents of mints, assayers in mints, 
supervising Inspectors in tlie steamboat 
Inspection service, commissioners of 
Immigration and nuturulUutlnii, as- 
sistant secretaries and heads of bu 
reuus of the department* at Washing 
ton, etc.— about l.Y.UOO positions in all
